H. Noland, a car repairer in the em- 
ploy of the Southern shops, residing at 
58 Walker street, were going along 
the sidewalk in front of the residence 
of W. R. Bell at 30 Bailey street, which 
fe just across the street from the Clark 
home.

He grabbed the little girl and suc- 
ceeded in throwing her free from her 
brother. He then took hold of the boy, 
but as he did so the wire whipped 
around and caught him across the 
body, throwing him ¢o the ground and 
rendering him helpless. 

Mrs. Sadie Epps, a widow leaving at 
23 Bailey street, was the second to 
reach the scene.

When she got there she stuted that 
Mr. Clark was commanding everyone 
to stand back and not touch either the 
children or himself. 

“Don't touch me. It will kill you,” 
comanded the suffering man as he lay 
in a pool of water, the high current 
burning and scorching his flesh. “Go 
to a telephone and call the Georgia 
Railway and Power company. Tell 
them what has happened and to turn 
off the current out here.” 

He thought the wire belonged to the 
power company. 

Mrs. Epps ran to a telephone, and, 

getting the trouble department of the 
power company, she told them what 
had happened. She then called the 
Grady hospital and police headquar- 
ters. 
In the meantime R. C. Clark, a resi- 
dent of 195 West Fair street, had run 
to the scene with an ax. He saw the

@oorning, and that these charges 
alleged that Mr. Felder was drink- 
ing at the Transportation club, in 
the Walton building, on the night 
of December 31, 1915.

of the hotel to the effect that he 
was not drinking, as charged, but 
was in conference with some of the 
leading men of that city.

In 
view of these circumstances, it 
would have been impossible for 
the charges against him to be true.”’

Mr. Felder then resigned, according to 
the statement, and the original res- 
olution was changed by substitute to 
one accepting his resignation. 

Dr. EFichelberger states that Mr. 
Felder received money from the 
league and that he often complained 
to him “of not getting enough money 
to pay expenses, etc.” To me he often 
said ‘“‘Money, money; I need money.” 


AGREEMENT 
WITH BREWERS. 


The statement charges that Mr. Fel- 
der not only entered into an agree- 
ment not to prosecute the brewers for 
the manufacture of the “soft” drinks, 
but that he said he would also go into 
court and recommend the dismissal of 
such cases as might be brought against 
them by other individuals or organiza- 
tions. This understanding, says Dr. 
EKichelberger, was the result of Mr. 
Feldtr not being able to give the brew- 
ers the assurance that the law en- 
sented, could bind all the prohibition- 
ists of Georgia. 

Dr. Eichelberger denounces as abso- 
lutely false the charges that he tried 
to get money from the brewers to fight 
violations of the prohibition law, or 
that he collected money under false 
pretenses for the use of the league, 
which money the committee’ claims 
should have gone to it. He declares 
that on the other hand the committee 
now owes the league money instead of 
the league owing the committee 
money.

Hugh M. Dorsey, before leaving the 
city to speak at Millen on yesterday, 
announced his withdrawal from pres- 
ent participation in the practice of the

In this connection Mr. Dorsey said: 

“Just as soon as I determined to be- 
come a candidate for the governorship, 
I made up my mind to resign the posi- 
tion of solicitor general and to retire 
for the present from the practice of 
law. 

“This conclusion was reached because 
I knew the demands of the campaign 


would require me to be absent from 
my office during the entire campaign, 
and in the event of mry nomination I 
would have to devote much time to 
familiarizing myself with conditions in- 
cident to the office. 

‘1 was unwilling to continue to hold 
the position of solicitor general with- 
out being able to devote my entire time 
to the discharge of the duties incident 
to the position, and for the same rea- 
son I could not, in justice to myself 
or to my former partners or to their 
clients, continue membership in the 
firm, while devoting practically my 
entire time to the pending campaign. 

“rt deemed it proper to make this an- 
nouncement as early as practical, and 
my withdrawal from the firm will »be- 
come effective on the first day of Au-, 


gust next.”

Floods have carried away bridges, 
destroyed many homes and mils and 
killed hundreds of head of live stock. 
Reports tell of thrilling rescues of per- 
sons caught in the flood waters of riv- 
ers and creeks. The Ocmulgee river 
is rising rapidly. 

Fort Gaines reports that practically 
every bridge in Clay county has been 
washed away. Nine inches of water 
fell during the last 24 hours. Cotton 
gins and seedhouses were swept into 
the Chattahoochee river, and a negro 
named Elbert in one of the buildings 
has not.been rescued.

proached the normal today after the 
storm of last Wednesday, which so 
prostrated wires and railroads that the 
city was in darkness for two nights 
and cut off from the outside world for 
three davs. 

Reports are coming in from the marsh 
country across Mobile bay in Spanish 
river, ten miles from here, and from 
around Fort Morgan, 31 miles below 
here, of the loss of life of sailors and 
fisher folk. Two bodies, a white man

and woman, were brought to Mobftle to- 
day from the marshes, and a negro 
floater was picked up in the bay today. 
There is no verification of other loss of 
life. 

There have been a score or more of | 
miraculous escapes of sailors who were 
washed ashore with life preservers on. 

Ttain service was restored tonight on 
the Mobile and Ohio between here and 
Meridian and on the Louisville and 
Nashville between here and New Or- 
leans. The Southern and the New Or- 
leans, Mobile and Chicago report wash- 
outs from yesterday's rains, which are 
being rapidly repaired. It will be Tues- 
day before train service to Montgomery 
on the L. & N. is resumed. 

Wire Service Restored. 

Street cars operated as usual today. 
Both telegraph companies had wires to 
Atlanta and other points. Telephone 
service is being restored. The debris 
from broken trees and fences is being 
removed from the streets. Stores were 
open all day and doing business as 
usual. 

There has been no martial law. For- 
mer Spanish-American’ soldiers were 
sworn in as special officers to help the 
police guard the city while the lights 
were out, and the police records do not 
show a single case of looting or that 
any crime of any sort has been com- 
mitted since the storm. No looter has 
been killed. Nota single citizen residing 
in Mobile or in the suburbs of Mobile-was 
killed or injured by the storm. The 
heavy property loss is confined to the 
sinking of a few bay craft that can be 
easily and cheaply raised; to the beach- 
ing of other craft, which can be pulled 
into deep water, and to the flooding of 
the low parts of the city. This is not 
considered by the conservative busi- 
ness men to be material, and most of it 
is covered by insurance.

CAPTURED BY RUSSIANS 


Continued Success of Rus- 
sian Offensive Seems to 
Threaten Entire Line Held 
by Teutons—Austrians Ad- 
mit Retreat to Escape Be- 
ing Surrounded.

London, July 8.—A Reuter dispatch 


from Petrograd says: 

“The Russians are masters of the 
whole triangle comprising Rafalowka, 
The capture 
of enemy positions northward and 
southward of the Sarny-Kovel railway 
permitted the cavalry to rush the cen- 
ter, resulting #m the occupation of the 
station at Manevitchie, half way be- 
tween the Styr and Stokhod rivers. 

‘The infantry marched hard on the 
heels of the cavalry, and now is in firm 
possession of Manevitchie positions 
astride the Pinsk-Kolki high road. 

“Thus the enemy's attempt to turn 
the right flank of the Russian army, 
which is thrust into the Lutsk salient, 
completely failed. The continuance of 
the Russian advance in the region of 
the railway and west of Kolki com- 
pels the Germans to fall further back 
from the Styr to the Stokhod. 

“There is particular satisfaction over 
the capture of Gruziatyn, west of 
Kolki, which for days had been the 
arena of sanguinary fighting. It is 
stated that Austro-Germans amounting 
to five corps (200,000 men) have been 
entrusted with the defense of the ap- 
proaches to Kovel. The Austrians have 
been strengthened by German rein- 
forcements between Kovel and Rafa- 
low ka.” 


AUSTRIANS EXPLAIN 
THEIR RETIREMENT. 


Austrian Headquarters, July 8.—(Via 
Berlin to London, July 9.)—The retire- 
ment of the northern and southern 
wings of the Austro-German army 
south of the Pripet marshes was due 
to the superiority of the Russian forces, 
attended by the throwing in of fresh 
forces and the massing of attack upon

)RUSSIAN DRIVE 


IN FULL SWING. 


The Russian drive for Kovel fs again 
in full swing along both sides of the 
railway from Sarny to this important 
junction point tn Volhynia. General 
Kaledines reported further important 
progress in this movement yesterday. 
tlis lines now have been pushed for- 
ward along a front of more than thirty 
miles in this sector, until they extend 
from Letchniovka and the north to 
Gruziatyn on the south, the present 
front lying approximately 35 miles 


from Kovel. 

The Teutonic resistance, which a 
week ago had not only’ stopped, bre 
was driving back the Russians along 
this front, apparently has been notably 
weakened. Berlin and Vienna have re- 
ported an orderly retirement here, but 
Petrograd claims the capture of more 
than 2,000 prisoners, with numerous 
guns and stores and mentions the 
sabering of numbers of Austrians in 
a pursuit after a cavalry charge. 


RUSSIANS POUND 
VON BOTHMER 


The pounding of General von Both- 
mer’s army in Galicia also is being 
continued by the Russians, who report 
the capture of another village and of 
more than 1,000 additional prisoners. 

The German official statement has lit- 
tle to say of the fighting in the Vol- 
hynian and Galician fields of opera- 
tion. It reports, however, the repres- 
sion of Russian attacks on Field Mar-

ALLIES WINNING 
ON ALL FRONTS. 


London, July 8.—In fierce fighting 
on both the eastern and western 
fronts, the entente allied troops made 
gteady progress. North of the Somme 
river, in Beance, the French troops, 
co-operating with the British, captured 
the important villages of Hardecourt 
and Mamelon, and the British gained a 
haif mile along a considerable front. 
' The Russians claim that their three 
important offensives-—toward the rail- 
way junction at Baranovichi, north of 
the center of their long line, toward 
the even more important railway cen- 
ter of Kovel, further south, as well as 
in Bukowina—are gaining steadily. 

The Austrian official statement 
claims that the Austro-German forces 
repulsed the Russians, who made re- 
peated attacks in great masses north- 
east of Baranovichi, but says signifi- 
cantly that the defense was conducted 
in completely demolished trenches, 
which appears to show that the Rus- 
sian artillery is plentiful in the north, 
as well as in the south. The Austrian 
official says that the Austrian forces 
were withdrawn from the Styr salient 
to positions allotted north of Nolki, 
and that the enemy pressed them ata 
few points. 

The Russian version is that-cavalry, 
closely followed by infantry, were 
pressing the retreating enemy forces, 
and occupied the important station of 
Maneuvitchie, on the Kovel-Sarny rail- 
Way, after taking towns both north 
and south of the railway, and are also 
astride the Pinsk-Kolki highway, thus 

aining two strong strategical foot- 

olds. 

Hard fighting before Kovel may be 
expected, as the Russians’ estimate 
that five army corps of Germans and 
Austrians are defending the southeast- 
ern approaches to that town. 

The Russians claim to have taken 
an additional four thousand prisoners 
in the recent fighting and to have cap- 
tured a number of guns. 

Stoicism of the British. 

The remarkable calmness and stoi- 
cism the British have maintained 
throughout the war has been pre- 
served during the week in which the 
new British army emerged from the 
Strain and monotony of trench war- 
fare to engaged in a violent battle. If 
the newspapers and the demeanor of 
the people are taken as the gauge, the 
country is satisfied with the progress 
made. It is more than satisfied with 
the conduct of the citizen-soldiers who 
are pitted against the most seasoned 
veterans of Germany. 

There is no expectation of sudden 
or sensational victories, no illusions re- 
@arding the heavy toll of lives of the 
best young men whom all the Euro- 
pean powers are throwing into the 
struggle, and no demonstrations of re- 
joicing or mourning. 

All the correspondents with the army 
report that the British regiments—-the 
majority of them old country regi- 
ments. which always furnish the back- 
bone of the army—are proving them- 
selves the equal of any soldiery in Eu- 
rope. Moreover, there the satisfac- 
tion that finally the British contingent 
is credited with being the equal of any 
other army in artillery, whieh the ene- 
mies of Britain have always asserted 
could not be extemporized in a year or 
in a decade: while its airmen are con- 
fidently believed to be the superior of 
all the others except the French. 

The German newspapers pay tribute 
to the British army, even crediting it 
with contributions to the scientific de- 
vices of war in the form of aerial 
bombs and effective gases. 

A view of the results held here is 
that the Anglo-French advance against 
ositions which the Germans had near- 
y two years to prepare has accom- 
plished more in a week than the Ger- 
Mans have gained at Verdun In four 
months. A shortage of guns and a 
shortage of munitions are handicaps 
which no longer weigh upon the mind 
of the government, if the utterances of 
both civil and military officials reflect 
the situation accurately. 


HALF-MILE GAIN 
FOR THE BRITISH. 


London, July 8.—Accordm@ to the 
Reuter correspondent at the camp, 
British army in France, the British 
today. on a-considerable front, ad- 
vanced a half mile in conjunction with 
the French. They also made consider- 
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able progress at Contalmaison, where 
the position is satisfactory. 


London, July 9.—British infantry, 
after a fierce bombardment, stormed a 
line of trenches and gained a footing 
in the Bois de Troynes, according to 
the British official statement issued 
late last night. An appreciable ad- 
vance was also made in the neighbor- 
hood of Ovillers. 

The text reads: 

“The fighting today has been princi- 
pally on our extreme right flank, where 
further important successes were gain- 
ed by our troops. 

“To the east of Bernafay wood, after 
a fierce preliminary bombardment, we 
stormed a line of trenches and gained 
lodgement in a strongly defended wood 
known as the Bois de Troynes. There 
we captured 150 prisoners and several 
machine guns. 

“The rench on our right flank 
greatly assisted our advance by the fire 
of their artillery. The enemy losses 
from the combined Anglo-French bom- 
bardment were severe. 

“A strong German counter attack In 
mass, subsequently launched across the 
open against these captured positions, 
completely broke down under the fire 
of 18-pounders and 75- millimeter guns. 
The enemy retired in disorder. 

“In the neighborhood of Ovillers 
hand-to-hand fighting continues among 
the ruins of the vilagze. But there, too, 
we made an appreciable advance. 

“Despite the cloudy weather, our 
aeroplanes and kite balloons did some 
work, taking photographs and direct- 
ing the fire of the batteries. <A large 
explosion was caused in one of the ene- 
my’s ammunition depots, and bombs 
were dropped on his billets. One of our 
machines, although disabled, sustained 
a running fight of twenty minutes with 
three hostile aeroplanes, and afterward 
landed safely in our own aerodrome. 

“With this exception, few enemy ma- 
chines were seen, and these were far 
behind his own trenches. 

“In the last few days we captured 
twenty guns, fifty-one machine guns, a 
large number of automatic rifles, 
trench mortars, mine firers, canister 
throwers and searchlights and a mass 
of other war material not vet sched- 
uled.”’ 


VILLAGES TAKEN 
BY THE FRENCH. 


Paris, — $.—French troops, 
operating with the British north of 
the Somme, tuday captured the vil- 
lages of Hardecourt and Mamelon. Two 
German counter attacks were repulsed 
and 260 prisoners were left in the 
hands of the French. The war com- 
munication giving this information 
follows: 

“North of the Somme, notwithstand- 
ing the persisXent rain and fog, our 
troops delivered an assault this morn- 
ing on the village of Hardecourt and 
on Mamelon to the north in co-opera- 
tion with the British army, which at- 
tacked from its” side the Boise 
Trones and a farm situated southeast 
of that wood. In thirty-five minutes 
our infantry by the vigor of the at- 
tack, was in possession of «he desired 
objects.

The french communication issued in 
the afternoon says: ;

A surprise at- 
tack delivered by the French yesterday 
evening in the vicinity of Belloy-En- 
Santerre was in all respects successful. 
We captured 350 prisoners. To the east 
of Estrees our troops made progress 
with hand grenades in the communi- 
cating trenches of the enemy, fifty 
prisoners were taken by us. 

“North of Lassigny a detachment of 
the enemy which was endeavoring to 
occupy one of our minor posts was dige-e 
persed by infantry fire. 
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has Been violent artillery fighting, par- 
ticularly in the sectors of Hill 304; 
Esnes, Souville and at the Damloup 
battery. There were, however, no in- 
fantry engagements. 

“In Lorraine we cleaned up with 
hand grenades a German post near Be- 
Zange and brought back a few pris- 
oners.”’ 


ALLIES REPULSED, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, July 8—(Via lLondon.)—Ger- 
man troops on both sides of the Somme 
in the fleld of the entente offensive 
along the western front have repulsed 
with heavy losses repeated attacks by 
the British and French, the war office 
announced today. 

The German artillery, machine gun 
and infantry fire had a devastating ef- 
fect upon the — masses of attack- 
ing forces as indicated by the enor- 
mous numbers of dead left . before 
Ovillers, Contalmaison and other points 
attacked by the allies, the bulletin de- 
clares.

Berlin, July 8&—(Via London.)—

with the loss of thousands in dead to 
the attacking forces, according to to- 
war office announce- 
ment. 

Russian assaults northwest of Buc- 
zacz, in Galicia, also were fruitless, 
and in Volhynia the Germans gained 
advantages south of Lutsk. 

The official statement on operations 
along the Russian front Savs: 

“Kastern front: Army group of Fijeld 
Marshal von Hindenburg: LDuring the 
repulse of repeated attacks south of 
Lake Narcocz we captured two officers 
and 210 men. We repelled weak ad- 
vances at other points. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Ravaria: Repeated efforts by strong 
Russian forces since yesterday against 
the front from Zirin to the southeast 
of Gorodische and on both sides of 
the Darovo ended complete failure, 
The dead lving before our positions 
numbered thousands. In addition to 
these the enemy lost a considerable 
number of prisoners. Fresh engage- 
ments are now progressing.

TEUTONS RETREAT 
ON STYR RIVER. 


Rerlin. July 8.——(Via WLondon.)—The 
withdrawal of Teutonic lines along the 
bend of the Styr river, in Volhynia, 
where the advanced positions were ex- 
posed to pressure from notably supe- 
rior hostile forces was announced in 
the Austro-Hungarian report of July 
7. received here today. 

The statement reads: 

“Russian front: In Rukowina, in 
successful engagements, our troops 
brought in 500 prisoners and four ma- 
chine guns. 

“In southeastern Galicia between 
Delatvn and Sadzovka, a Russian at- 
tack in strong force was defeated by 
Alpine territorials 

“Purther north to the Kolki district 
the situation is unchanged, no impor- 
tant events having occurred. 

“Austro-Hungarian troops fighting 
along the bend of the Styr opposed for 
four weeks past to hostile forces which 
have increased from three fold to five 
fold superiority, received yesterday an 
order to withdraw their most advanced 
lines which were exposed to a double 
outflanking movement. Assisted by 
the co-operation of German troops west 
of Kolki and by the heroic action of 
the Polish legion near Kaloda, the 
movement was executed undisturbed 
by the enemy. 

““Yesterday was quiet with the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops northeast of 
Paranovichi. The enemy there suf- 
fgred extraordinary losses in attacks 
against positions of the allies (Teu- 
onic). 

: “In the district of Ikva Springs the 
enemy artillery shelled an Austro-Hun- 
garian field hospital, although it was 
most clearly marked as such. If such 
breaches of the law of nations are re- 
peated we shall direct our guns against 
the monastery of Novopoczayev which 
has been spared most carefully during 
almoat one year’s occupation.” 
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Vienna, July 8.—(Via London.)—The 
official atatement issued today by the 
war office says: 

“Russian theater: In Bukowina, our 
troops defeated the enemy in the val- 
lev of the upper Moldova. On the up- 
per Pruth and south of the Dniester 
there was little activity yesterday.

Berlin, July 8.—(Via London.)—An 
eye-wi ness account of the Anglo-

DELUGE ABATING 
AT BIRMINGHAM. 


Birmingham, Ala., +» July £ —-Bir- 
mingham's unprecedented rainfall 
showed signs of abating this afternoon 
and the city began to take a serious 
survey of the damage that must be re- 
paired. Since Wednesday night at 
8:30 o'clock it has rained continuous- 
ly with the exception of a thirty min- 
utes’ break yesterday at noon and in- 
terruptiOns of a few minutes this 
morning.

on Somme Front.

Paris, July 8.—The new French front 
before Peronne appears to have been 
fortified now so as to facilitate flank- 
ing movements southward and a widen- 
ing of the position already conquered. 
French infantry inaugurated this oper- 
ation yesterday by successful attacks 
in the region of Belloy-en-Santerre, 
where 350 Germans were taken pris- 
oner, and east of Estrees, where 60 
men were left in French hands after 
an assault on a communicating trench. 
“It was most business-like,” said an 
evewitness. “The French infantry 
jumped out of the trenches and set to 
work with as much celerity in their 
methods as if occupied with a task 
that had become second nature. 
Germans Threw Up Hands. 
“Neither was there much dallying on 
the part of the Germans, who, perhaps, 
had been impressed by what had been 
going On north of them during the last 
few days. The French had scarcely 
reached the first line of their adversa- 
ries when the Germans were seen 
climbing out of the trenches in clusters 
with their hands up and marching in 
double-quick time toward the French 
trenches, 
“The first

The laws against usury are 
unquestionably being vVvioiatea, particularily 
by the state banks, ror the reason that na- 
i tional banks are allowed to take interest 
| without penalty and under the same con- 
dition the state banks would be severely 
penalized. 

' yhe comptroller of the eurrency at 
/Washington 1s making strenuous efforts to 
-prevent this evil with reference to national 
banks. 

“Under the present law 
a mortgage and charge usurious interest, 
and the only effect of this transaction 
‘would be to deprive him of the eacess above 
the jegal rate; whereas, if a security deed 
‘is taken to secure the sum ioaned the titie 
is absolutely void, even toough the usuri- 
ous interest may have been unwittingly in- 
cluded, and tnis titie would be votd, tnough 
the deed and note be afterwards acquired 
by an innecent purchaser 
; “There is no gense nor reason in having 
a difference in this respect in the case of 
the security deed and note. QOur supreme 
ieourt has held that usury in a note voided 
the homestead waiver Lhere is no statute 
authorizing (this section and it le clearly a 
supreme court-made law and an analyeis 

the statute covering the iaw of usury 
show no logical reason for this con- 
‘ clusion 

‘Following this the supreme court was 
compelled to hold that where a note is in- 
fected with usury, and the homestead there- 
iby voided, a surety on sucn note would be 
released even though he did not Know of 
the usury 

“The proposed law would act as a deter- 
‘rent from the taking of usury, which is the 
main object to be sought by any legisiative 
body. The penalty itself is sufficiently se- 
vere to have this effect. 

“This bill furthermore 
law certain and definite, 
the desideratum of every law. It follows 
practically the identical language of the 
‘revised statute of the United States, which 
statute has been of force so iong and 
‘which has been construed by the supreme 
court of the United States to such an extent 
that there would be little left for construc- 
tion by our supreme court.

“The effect of this bill would be to repeal 
all the present laws of Georgia relative to 
usury.

reason of these laws: second, usury forfeits 
the excess of interest; third, titles tainted 
with usury are void, fourth, usury voids the 
waiver of the homestead; fifth. usury re- 
leases a surety who signs a note or obliga- 
tion containing a homestead waiver; sixth, 
usury voids the power of saie in a security 
deed, but does not vold the same in the 
mortgage, and seventh, these penalties do 
not apply to obligations executed to na- 
tional banks and under this bill would not 
apply to state banks.’’

FROM DREAD PARALYSIS 


Epidemic Has Already Cost 
205 Lives in New York. 
‘“‘Carriers”’ Feared. 


New York, July 8 —Following a con- 
ference of federal, state and city health 
Officials here today to discuss plans 
to check the epidemic of infantile pa- 
ralysis which already has cost 205 lives 
here, Dr. Haven Emerson, health com- 
missioner, stated that while the rate 
of increase of patients had been low- 
ered, there had been no constant de- 
crease thus far and that it could not 
be said the epidemic was under con- 
trol. Dr. W. C. Rucker, assistant sur- 
ge0n general of the federal public 
health service, returned to Washing- 
ton tonight to expedite the importa- 
tion of monkeys for experimental pur- 
poses, 

The chief problem now confronting 
the health department, officials said, is 
the danger to the general public of 
the “carrier,” a child or adult who 
may have the disease and without be- 
ing aware of the fact, or showing 
symptoms of it, can communicate it to 
others.

FIGHT 1S COMING 
ON PRIMARY BILL 


House Lining Up for Battle 
Royal on Monday—Many 
Important Bills to Be Con- 
sidered This Week. 


When the house of representatives 
convenes for its seventh day of the 
current session at 11 o’clock Monday 
morning, debate upon the Neill pri- 
mary election bill, begun Friday, will 


be resumed, and the prediction is made 


by members generally that it will have 
been voted upon before the day’s ad- 
journment. 

From what can be gathered, the chief 
fight upon it will be made upon the 
grounds that it is too complicated, and 
this alleged defect may be remedied 
by further amendment so that it may 
get through, even though it could’ not 
as it stands, according to its oppo- 
nents. 

The week bids fair to be one that 
will linger long in the memory of the 
house, because some of the most im- 
portant proposed legislation to be con- 
sidered during the session is clamoring 
for immediate recognition, and several] 
of the most important bills—of intense 
Statewide interest—thus far introduced 
should be reached and disposed of be- 
fore the week-end adjournment. 

Women Attorneys. 
If the primary bill reaches an early 


| Vote today, the bill providing for wom- | 


en attorneys being qualified to prac- 
on the calendar, probably will be taken 
This act, legislators promise, will 
be hotly contested. 

Set as a special continuing order for 
Tuesday is the bill to create from the 
western portion of Berrien county a 
new county to be given the name of 
Cook. If it is taken up and put on 
debate at the scheduled time it prob- 
ably will consume the entire day, be- 
cause it will be vehemently fought, 
That the vote upon it is expected to be 
close is evidenced by the fact that last 
Friday, when it was set to be consid- 
ered, Representative Knight, of Ber- 
rien, announced from the floor that he 
wanted as nearly as possible a full 
membership in attendance when it 
should come to vote, and asked that 
it be set for Tuesday. This was done, 
and Speaker Burwell urged upon every 
member to be in his seat at that time. 
Many concede that absentees killed the 
Atkinson county bill last Thursday, 
which lacked only seven votes of the 
required two-thirds majority to carry 
a proposed constitutional amendment. 

During the week the house probably 
will debate and vote upon the principle 
of compulsory school attendance, There 
are about half a dozen pendin bills 
along this line, all aiming at the one 
purpose, but all differing in certain and 
various respects. One of those which 
was favorably reported by committee 
during the last session was introduced 
by Yeomans, of Terrell, and it prob- 
ably will be first considered.

The original bill, intro@uced during 
the last session, provided for the ap- 
pointn =nt by the state cognmissioner 
of labor of a board of two factory in- 
spectors to have general supervision 
over factory employment in Georgia, 
and to act under the commissioner of 
labor’s jurisdiction. In committee, 
however, the bill was amended so as 
to provide for only one factory inspec- 
tor, to be named by the labor commis- 
sioner, instead of two, and in that form 
it was reported back to the house with 
recommendation that it do pass, and 
that is the form it is in now, and on 
the calendar for this week, if it can be 
reached. 

The probable presence of Mother 
Jones in the gallery and the lobbies 
during the consideration of this bill is 
expected to add to the interest in it.

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ARMY OFFICIALS WATCH 
MOBILIZATION OF GUARD 


And Summoning of Regular Re- 
servists to Colors—Believed 
Reservists Will Respond. 


Washington, Jul 8 —Pending new 
developments in the diplomatic situ- 
ation between the United States and 
the de facto government of Mexico, 
army officials are learning military 
lessons ‘by watching the working out 
of the national guard mobilization and 
the summoning of regular army re- 
servists to the colors. 

No further intimations came from 
Mexico today as to the course of pro- 
cedure General Carranza will suggest 
for diplomatic conferences to settle 
border questions. Officials at the state 
department are hopeful that definite 
progress toward framing a satisfactory 
agreement will be made next week. 

At-the war department the belief is 
expressed that more than $0 per cent 
of the 4,000 to 5,000 regular army re- 
servists called for active duty will re- 
port promptly. Publication of the fact 
that a call has been made, it is thought, 
will bring most of the men to the front 
without the delay necessary for each 
to receive formal notification. To make 
certain that other men passing into 
the reserve at a later time realize the 
seriousness of their obligation to re- 
turn to colors when called, prompt 
military trials will await any who fail 
to present themselves. The exact ef- 
fect of the call for reserves is not easy 
to estimate in the number of men it 
will produce. It is much more far- 
reaching than the reserve list would in- 
dicate, however, because in addition to 
summoning back to duty the men who 
have been out of the active service for 
some time, it probably will operate to 
suspend all discharges into the reserve 
for the time being, except for specific 
causes which unfit soldiers for duty. 

Army officers believe that with the 
increase of the regular army author- 
ized by the Hay-Chamberlain bill com- 
pleted, an average of more than 25,000 
trained men will pass into the reserve 
annually. Since the period of reserve 
service is four years, they estimate that 
a minimum reserve strength of neariy 
75,000 men will be constantly maintain- 
ed when the system is in full working 
order. 

Much attention js being given just 
now to the effect of the order direct- 
ing that members of the national guard 
who have dependent families be dis- 
charged. Under the terms of the order, 
it is optional whether department 
commanders issue onlv a release from 
federal service or a formal discharge 
which would nullify the soldier’s en- 
listment contract with the state from 
which he came. as well as strike some 
off the national guard rolls altogether. 
No statement has been issued by the 
war department as to the course to be 
followed. 

Many officers believe that absolute 
discharge would be granted and that 
the various states should be urged not 
to enlist men in the guard in future 
who are not in every way available for 
active service.

The women of Georgia interested in 
the educational development of the 
state, and especially in the justice of 
the state’s giving the advantages of 
higher education to women, read with 
interest in the daily papers of June 
29 in the report of the activities of 
the general assembly the following lit- 
tle item: 

By Senator Moon of the Thirty -seventh— 


To allow students of any age or sex to take 
& post-graduate course at the University of 


Georgia. 

The introduction of this bill follows a 
recommendation made by Chancellor 
Barrow, of the University of Georgia, 
to a recent meeting of the board of 
trustees, that women qualified should 
be admitted to the post-graduate course 
of the university. 

THE CHANCELLOR'S 
ADVICE. 

The recommendation was favorably 
and unanimously passed upon by the 
poard, and was, in part, as follows: 

“The report of Dean Bocuck, of the 
Graduate school, is short and full of 
interest. In connection with his recom- 
mendation as to opening the graduate 
courses to women I desire to express 
briefly my reasons for asking that this 
be done. Some years ago the summer 
courses for graduate students were 
opened to women. Quite a number have 
taken advantage of. this opportunity. 
One young lady received her masters 
degree in 1914 and another comes up 
for graduation this year. It is required 
of these students that the work be con- 
tinued through three summers with 
supervision over their study during the 
years following. As far as I am in- 
formed, this is the only opportunity in 
the state for women to obtain a higher 
degree. There are a number of col- 
leges in which they can take a bache- 
lor’s degree. As a desire is shown by 
quite a number for advanced work with 
purposes of obtaining the master’s de- 
gree, I respectfully recommend that 
the graduate classes be opened to wom- 
en. It will not involve any additional 
expense. Those applying will be otf 
such maturity of character and intel- 
ligence that no supervision will be re- 
quired. The classes in these courses 
are small and no additional instructors 
need be supplied. It appears to me 
that a real need can be provided for, 
at no cost, and without difficulty or 
embarrassment, and it seems to me just 
and due that this opportunity should 
be given.” 

THE SUMMER 
SESSIONS. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
mote that from the Georgia code, sec- 
tion 1379, paragraph i, the following: 


‘“*The trustees shall have power: To oper- 
ate regular summer sessions of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, in graduate courses and 
work closely related thereto, including psy- 
chology and the history and philosophy of 
education, for the special! benefit of the 
white teachers of the state without regard 
to sex or age.” 


That the proposed measure to admit 
women to the post-graduate course of 
“the university will pass with no oppo- 
sition seems to be the genéral opinion 
of those interested, for, as the chancel- 
lor points out, the measure carries no 
demand for an appropriation, and wil] 
be no extra expense to the state, 

A SAVING TO 
YOUNG WOMEN, 

On the other hand, it will afford 
many deserving and adequately quali- 
fied young women an opportunity to 
study for and obtain in their own state 
a@ master’s degree for which they have 
heretofore had to go outside of their 
own state. The measure _before the 
legislature does not ask the privilege 
of matriculating in the university, 
though that privilege ia granted wom- 
on now by the leading’ univer- 
sities of the country, but asks, it 
will be noted, merely that they 
be admitted to the post-graduate 
course—a course which nearly every 
woman strives for now who is making 
pedagogy her profession. 

Modern education never required 
more of teachers than at the present 
moment. Their high quality is the 
more assured when they have equipped 
themselves for the highest deparfment 
of teaching, whether their experience 
begins afterward in the kindergarten, 
in the elementary department or in 
gome branch of the arts. 

For this higher equipment Georgia's 
women have always had to go outside 
of their statg. Though living in the 
very atmosphere of thelr own univer- 
sity, they have had to go thousands of 
miles away to get the degree which 
the university of their own state could 
@ive them, and that without any extra 
expense to the state. 

In the city of Atlanta in the last few 
years hundreds of young women have 
had to save their money, struggle and 
borrow to get the necessary fund for 
that post-graduate course outside the 
state which they have believed they 
needed to better qualify them for serv- 
fice in their own state. The injustice 
of such a system, those thoughtful 
feel assured, will be easily impressed 
upon the members of the general as- 
sembly who will give the bill a care- 
ful hearing. At present the selection 
of every teacher who goes into the 
schools of Atlanta is based entirely 
upon her efficiency record, and this ig 
_the program of the moment in all up- 
to-date systems. 

It will be seen that, more than at 
any time in the history of Georgia's 
educational life, it is necessary for ev- 
ery opportunity to be given the teach- 
ers of the state to fulfill the highest 
requirements of their calling. 

THE 
REQUIREMENTS. 
A careful reading of the require- 
ments of those who would enter the 

t-graduate course of the university 
is convincing that none could enter 
with undue impulse or misdirected am- 
‘bition. A previous record is necessary, 
and the certificate or diploma from a 
recognized college or high-class edu- 
cational institution. 

The post-graduate course ir the uni- 
 wersity, as a separate department, was 
established in 1910. The dean of the 

- flepartment is Willis Henry Bocock, 
 & M., LL. D. Every provision ana 
Je has been made which requires 


“ee 


at 
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post-graduate course. The rules of the 
university on the subject are clearly 
set forth as follows: 

Admission to the graduate school Is 
granted to graduates of colleges of 
good standing.. Other persons of suit- 
able age and attainments may also be 
admitted by special permission of the 
committee on graduate courses. Ad- 
mission to the graduate school does not 
imply admission to candidacy for a de- 
gree. Application for admission should 
be made by correspondence or at the 
office of the dean. 

Should a student desire to take a 
graduate course for which his under- 
graduate work hag not afforiled sif- 
ficient preparation, he will be required 
to pursue the requisite studies. The 
professor who conducte a graduate 
course undertakes to see that every 
student who is admitted to his course 
has satisfied the prerequisites or is 
satisfying them according to his direc- 
tions. 

The degrees conferred in the gradu- 
ate school are master of arts, master 
of science, civil engineer, master of 
science in agriculture. The require- 
ments for the above are covered un- 
der the following heads: . 

Master of Arts—-Prerequisite degree: Bach- 
elor of arts or bachelor of science. The ma- 
jor course and at least one minor must be 
selected from the following departments of 
study: Philosophy, education, history, po- 
litical acitence, rhetoric, English literature, 
the English language, German, Latin, Ggeek, 
Romance languages, mathematics : 

Master of Science—Prerequisite degree: 
Bachelor of science or bachelor of arts. The 
major course and at least one minor must 
be selected from the following departments 
of study: Mathematics, chemistry, geol- 
ogy, physics, astronomy, physiology, zoolo- 
EY, botany, psychology. 

Civil Engineer—Prerequltsite degree: Bach- 
éelor of science in civil engineering or bach- 
éelor of science in electrical engineering. The 
major course must be in the department of 
civil engineering and the minors may be 
from minor graduate courses, or certain un- 
dergraduate courses, offered in other de- 
partments of the university. The choice of 
minors is subject to the approval of the pro- 
fessor of civil engineering. 

Master of Science in Agriculture—A repu- 
table baccalaureate degree prerequisite. The 
major and least one minor must be se- 
lected from offered in the College 
of Agriculture. Ome minor may be chosen 
from graduate courses offered in other de- 
partments of the university or from certain 
undergradute courses. The choice of courses 
is subject to the approval of the professor 
in charge of the Gepartment in which the 
major course is selected, 
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MARY 
LYNDON, M.A. 

The first woman in Georgia to re- 
ceive her degree—master of arts— 
from the University of Georgia is Miss 
Mary Lyndon, of Athens, Ga. In order 
to qualify, she had to attend the gum- 
mer school three successive stimmers, 
With supervision over her work’ during 
the years following. 

Another young woman is seeking her 
master degrée through the same long- 
drawn-out program, when if the pro- 
posed measure igs granted by the legis- 
lature, a young woman who has quali- 
fied to enter, and who meets the re- 
quirements of the post-graduate course 
for the master degree, can acquire it 
in a year’s time, 

VIEWS OF WELL-KNOWN 
EDUCATORS. 

Mr. L. D. Scott, president of Wash- 
ington seminary, among the well- 
known Georgia educators who is inter- 
ested in the passage of the proposed 
measure. 

“The higher education of women has 
long ago ceased to a debatable 
theory, but has become a potent fact 
in madern education in this country,” 
said Mr. Scott, discussing the proposed 
measure. 

“In the last report 
States commissoner of education the 
amazing statistics show thatthe 
number of women undergraduate 
and graduate etudents in the 
public and private colleges, uni- 
versities and technological gechools, 
has grown § from 20,874 in 1890 
to 77,120 in 1914. In the latter number 
there are 4,209 women graduate stu- 
dents. Of this total, Georgia furnishes 
only a small quota—necessarily small 
by reason of the fact that any Georgia 
woman who wants graduate work must 
incur the heavy expense of going off 
to institutions in other states that offer 
it to women, for there is no such in- 
stitution in Georgia—publiec or private. 

“The bill introduced by Senator 
Moon, of the thirty-seventh district, to 
allow students of any age or sex to 
take a post-graduate course at the Uni- 
versity ef Georgia is a direct and easy 
means to supplying a recognized need 
in education in Georgia. The facilities, 
such as buildings, laboratories, profes- 
sors, are already provided, and to 
throw open the doors of the state uni- 
versity to its women for post-graduate 
work need not, for the present at least, 
involve an additional expense of one 
penny. 

“Georgia cannot afford to do less for 
its ambitious and capable women than 
other states are doing. They want the 
opportunity; in justice they ought to 
have it, and it can ‘be provided prac- 
tically without additional expense. I 
hope the bill will pass.”

THE FRENCH 
IDEAL. . 


In writing of the Intellectual and 
moral influences of the war in France 
on women, Marie Bourgain, professor 
in the University of France, writes: 

“Family anxieties about the preca- 
rious days to come will no doubt raise 
a new crop of girl graduates, and there 
will probably be more lawyers and 
more doctors among women. But I 
know from the confidences of numbers 
of middle-class girls that it is to the 
family that they are thinking of apply- 
ing this ardent renewal of energy. They 
are already looking forward to a mod- 
est and serioug existence, a return to 
French traditions, Life outside the: 
cities, far from frightening them, ap- 
pears to many desirable, propitious to 
Intimacy and family comfort. They 
know that frivolity and luxury are not 
essential to happiness. They declare 
frankly that they have thought i!t out, 
and that they feel sure in their choice. 
They will have little money, but they 
will live in the country and bring up 
strong and happy children. 

“Hence the schools which are being 
opened in response to this need, schools 
of argiculture founded by women for 
women, where they can acquire the 
knowledge and training to become 
farmers and managers of estates. 
Whether this experiment is or {is not 
crowned with immediate success does 
not matter. The fdea is bold and prac; 
tical, and will certainly be fruitful. It 
is a sign of the times. According to the 
initiators, the school now open is only 
a beginning, and they foresee quite a 
swarm of them spreading out through 
our provinces, each school adapted to 
the needs and resources of our diverse 
regions. In this way social life will be, 
if not transformed, at least all the bet- 
ter materially and morally.” 


FROM A 
FEMINIST LEADER. 


Lily Braun, the well-known feminist 
leader, writes: 

“Should France be defeated tn this 
war—and France is the only country 
which, like Germany, is fighting for 
her national existence—her defeat 
would not only be the result of our 
superior military prowess, but in great 
measure the fault of the French wom- 
en who no longer wish to bear chil- 
dren. For years this most striking 
symptom of national decadence—the 
retrogression of the birthrate—has 
manifested itself in France. This is 
best proved by statistics which show 
that in 1870 both France and Germany 


had a population of forty millions. In| 


1914 France still had only forty mil- 
lions, Whereas Germany's population 
had increased to sixty-five millions. 
“From the blood-soaked fields of 
Flanders and Poland comes the insist- 
ent cry to the women of Germany: 
Fulfill your duties of motherhood! 
“There are women who advocate ‘a 
strike’ among the mothers of the 
land—who declare they will bring no 
more children into the world to be food 
for powder. But such women are lack. 
ing in true citizenship, and it is as 
mothers and citizens that the state will 
claim our co-operation after the war. 
Let us so fulfill this two-fold duty as 
to prove ourselves worthy helpmates 
of the heroes in the fighting lines, and 
we shall then be able to look back 
upon this critical period in the nation's 
history, not as the ‘time of our great 
calamity, but rather as ‘the great time 


of our calamity! 
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THE ANGLO-MANIA 
NUISANCE. 


For many years Anglo-mania has 
been a prevalent social disease amdng 
a certain element of both men and 
women in this country. 

The stage produced a type, “The 
Lord,” in “The Henrietta,” and there 
was “Bertie,” an elaborated  proto- 
type. The society play and the comic 
opera used him, but he is dead now 
even in vaudeville, 

Men and women using the broad “a” 
made it so much broader for awhile 
than the native Britisher, that certain 
Americans abroad could have given 
lessons in how to speak English in 
most exaggerated form.

Lieutenant LeCraw Returns 
From Mobilization Camp 
and Opens Recruiting Sta- 
tion Here for Atlanta’s 


Artillery. 


_ Lieutenant J. Walter LeCraw, of Bat- 
tery B, National Guard of Georgia, 
returned from Camp Harris, at Macon, 
yesterday, and has reopened recruiting 
offices in the Connally building, corner 
of Whitehall and Alabama streets. 

Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash 
Friday issued orders to the first bat- 
talion of field artillery, National 
Guard of Georgia, in training at Macon, 
to immediately recruit to full war 
strength, which is 171 men, The first 
battalion of field artillery is composed 
of Batteries A and C, of Savannah, Ga., 
and Battery B, of Atlanta. This constl- 
tutes Georgia’s entire artillery corps. 

Lieutenant Joseph B. Buckner open- 
ed recruiting offices in Savannah Sat- 
urday-to enlist men to bring Batteries 
A and C up to war strength. 

The adjutant general's order, and the 
instruction by the United States war 
department for the first battalion of 
field artillery of Georgia to make requi- 
gition for rations for only five days, 
instead of the usual period of ten days,, 
on- July 10, are taken as indications 
that Georgia's artillery will be sent to 
the Mexican border at once. 

Lieutenant LeCraw is under the im- 
pression that the artillery will be as- 
signed to border duty near El Paso, 
Texas. 

Battery B carried 159 men to Camp 
Harris, and nineteen of these were dis- 
qualified by the regular army physi- 
cians dtirring the medical examinations. 
The present strength of the Atlanta 
battery is 140 men, and Lieutenant Le- 
Craw needs thirty-one more men to 
bring the battery up to the required 
war strength of 171 men. 

Batteries A and B, of Savannah, have 
134 and 140 men, respectively, but these 
artillery companies have not yet gone 
through their medical examinations. 


‘WILL MAKE SURVEY OF 
CONDITIONS AT ASYLUM 


National Committee in Mental 
Hygiene Will Investigate 
the Conditions. 


It is announced that a complete and 
thorough survey of Georgia's state 
Sanitarium for the Insane at Milledge- 
ville will be made by the national com- 
mittee for mental hygiene, which will 
be similar in character to surveys of 


insane asylums already made by the 
committee in other states. 

The committee's investigation will 
apply to the medical department of 
the institution, the psychiatric work. 
treatment of patients, equipment, over- 
crowding of buildings, condition of 
buildings and need of further room. 
the presence in the sanitarium . of 
classes who should not be admitted to 
a hospital for the insane and the laws 
of the state governing the insane and 
their commitment to the institution. 
The investigation will also deal with 
epileptics and feeble-minded persons 
confined at the sanitarium and will in- 
clude a special report on this subject. 

It is the purpose of the committee, 
at the request of the trustees of the 
Sanitarium, to make the most thorough 
expert investigation into conditions 
there and to mention euch features as 
should be commended, as well as those 
which should be condemned: and it 
will also offer suggestions as to what 
must be done in order to bring the 
Sanitarium up to the highest standard 
of efficiency in caring for and treating 
patients admitted to it. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that this 
survey has not already been made by 
this entirely impartial and trustwor- 
thy organization, so,that it could now 
be before the legistature, which has 
the needs of the institution under care- 
ful consideration. 

If the suggestions made as a result 
of this survey are followed, say the 
trustees of the institution, there will 
be less overcrowding, the institution 
will be given modern equipment, spe- 
cial provision made for the _ proper 
treatment of patients and provision 
elsewhere for those classes’ which 
should be taken care of in special in- 
stitutions. While the overcrowded 
conditions are the most serious at the 
resent moment, it is also recognized 
hat Georgia needs a general revision 
of her laws regarding the commitment 
of persons to the sanitarium in place 
of those which are now antiquated and 
often objectionable.

Holt Nash for a supply of cots and 
blankets to prevent an impending epi- 
demic of pneumonia and bronchitis. 

Three cases of pneumonia have de- 
veloped in camp, and five of bronchitis. 
All sufferers of the affliction have been 
removed to the Macon city hospital 
down town, where they can receive 
more adequate attention. All men oc- 
cupying “pup” tents, which necessitate 
sleeping on blankets spread on the 
ground, have by tonight been placed in 
pyramidal tents and on regulation cots, 
of which 600 arrived tonight from At- 
lanta in answer to the brigade's appeul.

PLANNING TO PROMOTE 
U. S. TRADE WITH FRANCE 


. 


New York, July 8.—Before saiHng for 
Bordeaux today on board the steamer 
Rochambea U. DOr. Arnaud Rosenthal, 
American representative of the French 
Society for Commercial Development, 
announced plans for promoting trade 
between America and France. During 
his stay of five months in this coun- 
try, Dr. Rosenthal said he had attended 
every trade congress or meeting of 
manufacturers and merchants in every 
city he had been able to reach and 
made arrangements with leading manu- 
facturers and merchants to handle their 
goods in France through the society 
which he represented. 

This organization, he declared. has 
a financial backing of more than $100.- 
000,000. Its principal object is to 
eliminate all middlemen and brokers 
so that buyers on both sides may deal 
directly with producers. Dr. Rosenthal 
said the bank which is backing the 
French society will pay cash for goods 
in America if necessary and will carr’ 
the merchant in France until he makes 
payment. The society also will guar- 
antee to the French merchant that the 
goods he buys are as represented. 

This method, said Dr. Rosenthal, 

eliminate at least two commis- 

In many cases where France 

bought goods during the war, the mur- 

chasers have had to pay seven com- 
missions, he said. 

The plans of the soctety call for “a 
trade bourse” devoted to lnited States 
commerce in France, where goods can 
be placed by Americans for sale. 

“In France we have realized,” sald 

Rosenthal, “that American firms 
foreign trade and that since 
war they have gone to great 
lengths to acquire it. 
been victimized by the brokers and 
commission men, and the result is that 
they are dissatisfied, as we are, with 
our trade with the United States. By 
availing themselves of the organization 
of the society all this will be eliminated 
and the trade between the United 
States and France will be put upon a 
permanent basis of mutual and fair 
profits. The society will build a line 
of steamships that will sail direct 
from United States ports to those of 
France.”’ 
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$5,378.62 SAVED COUNTY 
BY BROOKS TAX BOARD 


Quitman, Ga. Jnly 8 —(Special.)— 
Chairman C. T. Tillman, of the Brooks 
assessors’ board, considers 
the work the local board has accom- 
plished a very interesting answer to 
those politicians who, according to re- 
port, wish to have the county tax 
boards abolished on the ground that 
they do not justify the expense they 
cause each county. 

The local board has just made its ré- 
port for this year to the county officers 
which shows a sum of $768,547 added 
to the tax digest in umreturned prop- 
erty which, in the ordinary course of 
such matters, would have escaped tax- 
ation. At the county rate of 7 milla 
this sum adds $5,378.62 to the county 
revenues, and at the rate of 5 mills it 
adds $384.87 to the state's revenues. 
The cost of the tax board’s session this 
year was $497.16, and, as Mr. Tillman 
points out, this would have been con- 
siderably reduced if people had re- 
turned their taxes promptly.

AGREEMENT REACHED 
ON SHIPPING MEASURE 


Democratic Senators Settle Dif- 
ferences and Will Pre- 
sent Solid Front. 


Washington, July 8.—Democratic 
senators in caucus late today reached 
an agreement on the government ship- 
ping bill to upbuild the American mer- 
chant marine, ending one of the mos: 
serious party divisions that has oc- 
curred within the life of the Wilson 
administration. Differences which led 
to a democratic revolt at the last ses- 
sion of congress and resulted in fail- 
ure of the ship purchase bill had 
threatened the pending measure, earn- 
estly advocafed by Presideat Wilson, 
with a like fate. Amendments e6ub- 
mitted today, however, ironed out all 
serious differences. and senators who 
had been fighting each other on the 
issue shook hangs, resolving to press 
the bill for passage at this session no 
matter how long it may delay ad- 
journment. 

Some of the Changes. 

Changes proposed by the democrats 
of the commerce committee and agreed 
to by the cauct1s do not alter the prin- 
ciple of the bill, which already has 
passed the house. The amendments in- 
clude the following provisions: 

The government shall not purchase 
any ship which flies the flag of a 
Furopean nation at war nor any ship 
already engaged in American trade, un- 
less it is about to be withdrawn from 
that trade. 

No ship shall be acquired by the 
government which is below 75 per cent 
of its original efficiency. 

The government shall not undertake 
to operate merchant ships unless all 
efforts fall to negotiate satisfactory 
leases or sales to private corporations 
for that purpose, the government re- 
serving the right, however, to prescribe 
conditions under which ships shall be 
operated and in what service they shall 
engage. 

Among femocratic senators who 
were opposed to the bill as it came 
from the house and whose support has 
been won over by today’s action are 
Clarke, leacer of the opposition: Bank- 
head, Vardaman, Hitchcock, O'Gorman 
and Hardwick. The closing tincident 
of the caucus was a demonstration of 
applause when Senator Clarke shook 
hands with Senator Stone. signifying 
the end of the party struggle. 


Measure to Be Rushed. 


When the amendments had been ap- 
proved the commerce committee was 
authorized to rush consideration of the 
bill and also to draft a provision re- 
garding entry of government ships in 
American coastwise trade, That isaue 
wae discussed pro and con tn the caunu- 
cus and there was an expression of 
opinion by the majority of the demo- 
erats that government shins should he 
permitted to enter into such trade. It 
was left to the committee to incor- 
porate a provision relating to this eub- 
ject {in the Dill. 

Provisions of the honse Dill relating 
to the selection and makeup of the 
proposed sahipping board were not 
amended although there had heen sug- 
geations for the elimination of the 
secretary of the navy and secretary of 
commerce from its personnel. Neither 
was there anv amendment to the pro- 
vision which limits operation of the 
proposed system to a five-year period 
following conclusion of the Furopean 
war.

S. B. Marks Urges Better Pay 


for Purchasing Agent. 


S. B. Marks, audit clerk in the office 
of the city comptroller, secretary and 
treasurer of the Atlanta Labor Temple 
association, and former vice president 
of the International Printers and 
Pressmen's union, has issued a state- 
ment to The Constitution favoring the 
salary increases for the~ purchasing 
agent provided in the last finance 
sheet. 

His communication is in answer to 
a statement of Alderman Thomson in 
Thursday's issue of the paper. 

It follows: 

“The article tn Tuesday's Constitution of 
this week, quoting Alderman Thomseon on 
the finances of the city government. was 
very interesting, yet surprising, particularly 
the reference made to certain salary in- 
creases unanimously recommended by the 
finance committee, passed by council and 
vetoed by the mayor. 

“IT have always, and do now, regard Al- 
derman Thomson as one of the most value 
able men in council, yet it is possible for 
him to err, and this is demonstrated by his 
expressed attitude, if he was quoted cor- 
rectly. 

“The people of Atlanta are not miserly 
and will not be in eympathy with failure 
to recognize merit and reward efficiency. 
My duties are to audit the expenditures of 
the city, which necessitates my checking 
the prices paid for supplies and this enables 
me to speak positively and emphatically 
concerning the operation of the purchasing 
department. 

“It was proposed to increase the salary 
of the purchasing agent $200, and Alder- 
man Thomson is quoted as being unalter- 
ably opposed to this action, notwithstanding 
the fact that this efficient officer through 
his keen foresight and good judgment sav- 
ed the city more than ten thousand dollars 
on gasoline during the year, having made 
a contract for llc per gallon and: still op- 
erative; saved more than eight thousand 
dollars on cement, two thousand dollars 
on asphalt, a thousand dollars on school 
examination paper and thousands of dol- 
lars on articles too numerous to mention, 
but which the records will show for them- 
selves and they are open to the inspection 
of those that may desire to see them 

“A local hardware concern offered to 
pay the city 8150 to be relieved from de- 
livering an order of nails and a similar of- 
fer was made regarding an order for dyna- 
mite. 

“The city government has been charged 
with encouraging inefficiency and rewarding 
friendship rather than merit and while I[ 
know that Alderman Thomson was sincere 
in his statement of intentions (if he was 
quoted correctly) I feel sure that he has 
not made af Investigation into the merits 
of the matter, otherwise he would favor 
the increase just as the entire finance com- 
mittee did, after a thorough investigation, 

“If Alderman Thomson is opposed to this 
increase of $200 it is peculiar that he did 
not express himself as being in favor of 
reducing the salary of a certain official re- 
sponsible for giving away more than this 
only a short time ago through obstinacy 
or negligence, and I feel sure that Alderman 
Thomson is aware of the matter referred to. 

“A private corporation in the city pays 
$1,000 more per year than the city to their 
purchasing agent and the county pays $600 
more. I repeat that the people of Atlanta 
are not niggardiy and failure to recog- 
nize and reward merit will not meet their 
approval.

CHATTAHOOCHEE RIVER

Not Believed Any Damage Will 


Be Done to Waterworks 
Plant, However. 


As the result of the heavy rains of 
the past three days the Chattahoochee 
river is out of its banks in several 
places near Atlanta. The river was 
20 feet above low water mark last 
night at 12 o'clock and was continuing 
to rise. 

It is hardly likely that the river will 
rise far enough to result in any mate- 
rial damage to the Atlanta waterworks, 
which are located on its banks. The 
river wouid have to rise 80 feet above 
low water mark to reach the pumping 
station, it is stated. 

Once in the history of Atlanta the 
river rose 28 feet above low water 
mark but the city waterworks was not 
hurt. 

Peachtree creek and other small 
tributary streams of the Chattahoochee 
were swollen Saturday night and run- 
ning over their banks. Considerable 
damage has been done to crops along 
these creeks. 

It is probable that high water will 
continue today, and probably Monday, 
despite the fact that the rain is ex- 
pected to stop today. Rain has been 
very heavy throughout the mountains, 
where the river and creeks rise, and it 
will take some time for the waters in 
these hilis to pass Atlanta on their way 
to the gulf.

3 Georgia Troops Are Expected 
To LeaveCamp Within Week 


Next Sunday, or aca] 

Monday, Probable Date for 
Dieparture—Camp Routine 
Relaxed During Inclement 
Weather.

Macon. Ga. July 8.—(Special.)— 
Within two weeks after it has reach- 
ed the Mexican border, the middle of 
hext week, the Georgia brigade will 
be ready for active field service, 


whether it be border. patrol or occu- 
pancy of Mexican points. 

This is the announcement of United 
States military observers on the 
ground, who say that the predominant 
reason for keeping the troops on home 
ground is to fit them more adequately 
for early service. 

By the time the Georgia 
reaches Texas it will be as nearly im- 
mune from disease and infection as 
geasoned troopers can become. All 
equipment, excepting live stock, will 
be at hand, and the “rookies” will be 
ready for action. 

Combined With Regulars. 
“I suspect that the Georgia brigade 


will be combined with a division of 
United States regulars,’ said Major A. 
J. Freelander, U. S. A., this afternoon. 
“4 regiment of Illinois troops has been 
thus treated. The Illinois guard, how- 
ever, was shown this preference be- 
cause of its higher training. 

“The soldiers from lllinois were sent 
from the mobilization camp within a 
week after the president's summons. 
Three weeks’ training was all that was 
required to make them ready for field 
activity. The ten additional days al- 
lotted to Georgia for home training will 
make them require in the neighbor- 
hood of two weeks’ border training. 

“Truth is, Georgia is lucky to gain 
additional time in the mobilization 
camp. The men will be seasoned. They 
will have recovered from the ill-effects 
of the vaccinations and inoculations,

It is probable that the brigade will 
depart Sunday, July 16, or the follow- 
ing Monday. Captain Hal Morrison, 
commander of the commissary depart- 
ment, yesterday issued orders for five 
days’ additional camp rations, which 
will augment the present supply to 
reach Saturday afternoon.

Dr. White says 100 per 
cent of the cattle are not being dipped 
yet, however, and is urging owners 
everywhere to co-operate and remove 
any necessity for his prosecutin any- 
one for not complying with the law.

Stockholm, July 8.—Mild, professo- 
rial King Gustav V. has won a 
notable triumph; he has sent a member 
of his parliament to penal servitude for 
three years and proved thereby how 
dangerous it is to challenge mild-look- 
ing men.

King Gustav is not only like a pro- 
fessor; he ig like a Frenchman. That 
ie right, for his surna me is Bernadotte: 
his ancestor, Jean Baptiste Jules her- 
nadotte, was akin to a green grocer’s 
family; and today near Marseilles the 
Bernadottes are as Plentiful as hens. 
Except that he is tall and straight 
there Is nothing Swedish about King 
Gustav. 


King Rales With High Hand. 

Member of Parifament Hoglund has 
gone to penal servitude for daring to 
oppose the professoria! king. He is 
not the first opposing politician whom 
the king has thrown. King Gustav 
threw the much more redoubtable lid- 
eral Premier Karl Staaff. and for the 
same reason. Staaff dared to oppose 
the king’s military plans. Professorial 
King Gustav was always tough. He 
quarreled with his father, King Oscar, 
because Oscar gave way when Norway 
demanded independence; Gustav's pol- 
icy was: Fight them and let them take 
independence if they can. When tnat 
plan failed, King Gustav said that 
Sweden must be made a real military 
power, and this policy two years and 
a quarter ago led to the struggle with 
Staaff. Staaff died only last October, 
and it is said that mortification over 
his rout by King Gustav killed him.

Staaff was a liberal of Fnglish kind. | 


He was a lawyer by profession, and 
by temperament an e¢qual mixture of 
Gladstone and Boss Croker. His Glad- 
stonism was stiffened by strong ambi- 
tion and his Crokerism was refined, 
distilled and sublimated bv his’ Giaa- 
stonism. By using botn qualities he 
became prime minister. The king stood 
with the conservative party, which 
wanted mare long service conscripts 
and moral shrapnel! shells, and his best 
friend and crony, the explorer, Sven 
Hedin, set to work ty rouse the nation 
with tthe Russian peril. King Gustav 
has a great dislike and dread of Rus- 
sia; so the agitation boomed. In vain 
Premier Staaff tried to crush it, and 
in vain, for a time, professorial Gustav 
tried to crush Premier S8taaff. 
King Leads Volunteers. 

In February before the war broke 
out the collision came. Thirty thou- 
sand wart-handed peasants marched 
on Stockholm, declaring their resolu- 
tion to serve and be trained as sol- 
diers and their readiness ¢o pay taxes. 
inspirers were the Sven

less. King Gustav put on his uniform 
and told the wart-handed men that he 
was on their side.

Staaff 
was thrown; the king got the premier 
he wanted, Hammarskjold, with a 
first-class army program. Hoglund's 
tragedy has arisen out of that, for 
when the army bill became law os * 
lund organized passive resistance. © 
told the conscripts not to serve or 
obey, and when this failed he held a 
monster demonstration and proclaimed 
that the instant the army's mobiliza- 
tion was decreed he would order a 
general strike.

Queen Vic- 
toria, being German, is nore anti-Rus-

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YAQUIS MASSACRE 
CARRANZA TROOPS 


From Two to Three Hun- 
dred Men Butchered—It Is 
Said Some of the Victims 


' Were Burned at Stake. 


Nogales, Ariz., July §8.—From two to 
three hundred Carranza soldiers and 
camp followers were massacred. by 
Broncho Yaquis early this week in 
lower Sonora, according to arrivals 
here today. Those of the de facto de- 
tachment not killed by gunfire, it was 
said, were burned at the stake. 

While reports place the number of 
dead at 300, conservative estimates 
made on the known disposal of troops 
lear the scene of the massacre, put the 
loss at 200. 

News of the disaster to the Carranza 
force has caused extreme unrest among 
the several thousand Yaquis and May- 
now at Empalme. While it is 
known that large numbers of Yaquis 
have joined the de facto army, there 
has been general disbelief that the en- 
tire Indian nation, including the Bron- 
cho or wild Yaquis, have made peace 
with the Mexicans. For that reason 
the reports of the revolt and ensuing 
Slaughter wenerally are credited. 

General Estrada has had several 
thousand troopa in the Yaqui valley, 
holding back the Yaquis, and it is be- 
lleved the opportunity for the report- 
ed massacre came about when Estra- 
da moved his main command north to 
Hermosillo and Magdalena in the course 
of mobilization maneuvers.

The Hague, July 8.—(Via London.)— 
During a debate on the food situation 
at Thursday evening’s seasion of the 
Berlin city council the socialists com- 
plained of ¢he inequality and inadequa- 
cy of the distribution of food under 
the mass feeding scheme. Councillor 
Mommsen declared that no resident of 
Berlin was yet starving. This elicited 
a sharp contradiction. Municipal Phy- 
sician Weber maintained there was no 
question of under-feeding yet, where- 
upon cries of smrong issent arose 
from the socialists. 

The socialist councillor, 
said that he himself had been a patient 
at the Rudolph Virchow hospital for 
months and knew how seriously the 
dietary had been reduced. Herr Hott. 
man demanded that President von 
Batockl, of the food regulation board, 
should ‘be told that sufficient food was 
available, but that the method of dis- 
tribution was all wrong and the resi- 
dents of Berlin would stand it no long- 
er. 

The population of Cologne is excited 
over the municipality’s announcement 
that mass feeding has been postponed 
indefinitely, some say for weeks, ow- 
ing to the lack of potatoes.

Or Be Conscripted 


Men Are Needed at the 
Front, and Women Must 
Take Their Places in the 
Factories and on the Farms.

London, July 8.—“Now 
‘time that 


are all under orders, it 
every woman realized that she must 
do her bit for her country. If she does 
not do it voluntarily she must be con- 
scripted like the men.” This statement 
was made a few days ago by Com- 
mander’ Locker Iampson, M. P., who 
has started a movement for the con- 
scription of women for war service, 
which is taking hold of the _ public 
imagination and which, even if it does 
not bring about actual conscription, 
will certainly targely increase the num- 
ber of voluntary women war workers. 

England .is now in the preliminary 
stages of anotner great enlistment cam- 
paign, similar to that which raged 
throughout the country in the first 
eighteen months of the war. Then the 
blank walis and hoardings were cov- 
ered with appeals to men to join up 
and fight for their country. Now it 
is suggested that the old pictorial ap- 
peals be adapted to the new circum- 
stances and used to induce women to 
work for their country. 

England Will Risk All, 

fact is that Britain has now 
everything into the war and 
has made up her mind that the way 
to win is to put her last ounce of 
strength as quickly as possible into the 
struggle. She needs more and more 
men and every woman who takes up 
munition work, farm labor or other 
useful employment releases a man for 
the fighting line. It is just as im- 
portant to Keep up the country’s food 
supply and certain branches of its 
trade &s to fill the ranks of the army, 
and unless the women come forward 
in larger numbers, able-bodied men 
must’ be kept back for this work. 

So far the women of the working 
Class have done nobly. In their case 
there has been the double inducement 
of patriotism and high wages, and in 
addition to that they have the habit 
of work. It is almost impossible to 
ovtain female labor of the domestic 
Servant, shop girl or tftactory” girl 
Classes now, and even typists and 
secretaries are hard to find, for the 
ministry of munitions and the various 
war departments have absorved a vast 
amount of girl clerical labor. It is 
the girl of the middle class, the daugh- 
ters of the doctors, lawyers, ministers 
and business men who are wanted and 
who have not as yet come forward in 
any large numbers.

In 
many cases now the man will never 
turn up, and in many others the man 
who was to have married them has 
fallen at the front or returned a hope- 
less wreck.. 

Society Girls Must Help. 

The problem before England now is 
to convince these girls that they must 
do something for their country, or, 
failing that, to compel them. They are 
all intelligent, able-bodied girls, who 
would make excellent workers, and 
they are willing enough, but they are 
prevented by the snobbery of their 
class from undertakin any work 
which they do not consider “ladylike.” 
They are willing enough to undertake 
nursing in a Red Cross hospital, or 
even to drive an ambulance, and the 
thing they like most of all is to sel) 
little flags in the street for the various 
war charities, but they look on real 
work as degrading and undignified. 

Of course this does not apply to the 
whole class. Thousands of girls of 
good families have entered the muni- 
tion works and are making shells and 
thousands more are working on the 
farms at the lighter tasks which wom- 
en can do. AS a matter of fact, it 
is on the farms that women are needed 
ust now. The farmers and farm la- 

orers’ daughters have for years been 
flocking to the towns, to enter do- 
mestic service, the: factories and the 
shops. Now the town girls are takin 
the places which they have desertes 
on the farms.

Fences and Fencing. 


It must be conceded that the old-time 
gigzag fences which were so common 
@ generation ago are too costly to build 
now, and even if they were not costly, 
the lumber cannot be spared for such 
purposes. Timber is being thinned out 
rapidly, and much of it has been wast- 
ed, and we have little left, especially 
in the south. The old fences referred 
to were hard to Keep in repair and had 
to be worked over completely every 
year and often three or four times a 
year. Animals soon learned where the 
weak places were and pushed at the 
fences till an opening was made, and 
this cost the farmer part of the crop. 

We shall have to depend on metal 
for fences in the future. The posts of 
wood may be found, but the fences 
will be of metal. A wooden post will 
not last very long, its life depending 
on the kind of wood out of which it 1s 
made and the excellence of material. 
If soaked wel! in creosote its life will 
be greatly prolonged. One thing is ev- 
ident, wooden posts will cost more 
than the metal posts considering the 
permanency of the fence and the life 
of the two posts compared. A wooden 

ost will last about four or five years 
f it is a good post and not soaked in 
creosote. f it is a good, sound post 
and well soaked it will last, perhaps, 
eight or ten years at most. The black 
locust posts last still longer. Some 
have been known to last twenty or 
more years. Chestnut posts are very 
good, too, but black locust and chest- 
mut are hard to get now. They are 
getting very scarce. 

A good steel post has been known to 
last twenty-five years and apparently 
in as good condition at the end of that 
time as when it was set. This record 
cannot be expected from every steel post 
that is set, but we can reasonably ex- 
pect good service from such posts. We 
should expect to buy posts of heavy 
metal, and not the light metal that is 
found in some makes. The heavy sheet 
metal galyanized should last fora great 
many veqrs and give thorough satis- 
faction. he practice of getting the 
cheapest metal fence post is false econ- 
omy. Get the the best because it takes 
time to set a fence line and once it is 
set, it should be permanent. When we 
are paying less—only a few cents less 
per rod for fence we should thing of 
the extra time of setting a new line 
when the old is gone, and this, too, in 
addition to the cost of the new fence. 


Fixed and Movable Fences. 


Every farm should have certain def- 
initely fixed fence lines, which gen- 
erally surround the farm. This line 
may include all the pastures, the cul- 
tivated areas, and then cross lines be- 
tween the pastures and the cultivated 
fields. This outside line should be fixed 
for the convenience of the farm.

eened’ sleeping porch looking out on the

When we moved 
here in March we shipped our chickens 
from Alabama. We have the famous winter- 
laying dark mahogany Buckeyes, and I feel 
like were you to see my fieck you would 
not stop till you, too, had some. There’s none 
to come ahead of them, if you want eggs; 
they are larger than the Rhode Island Reds 
—a fine chicken for all purposes. But, get- 
ting to what I want to know: Uncle Joe, 
with my Buckeyes I shipped some Plymouth 
Rocks and Orpingtons to do the setting, as 
I did not want to have my Red ones set. I 
had so many calls for eggs. Well, soon after 
getting settied in our new home, some of 
the Orpington and Rock hens began having 
an eye to get sore-—just one eye, the 
left eye. So far, in each hen, the eye looks 
like it was full of matter, and it swelis so 
they can’t see on that side. 

One or two have been ieft blind In that 
eye. There is usually a black scab holding 
-on to the eyelid that won’t turn loose. I 
have two or three with it now. I have cured 
every, one so far, feeding equal parts of 
ker e and turpentine and washing their 
heads in carbolic water, putting the car- 
bolic salve on after washing. It takes so 
long for them to get over it, and, as I said, 
ofttimes they are left blind on the one 
side. I have watched closely, and can see 
gmothing to cause it, unless it is a germ in 
the sand. Not any of my Buckeyes have 
ever had it. Really; they have never been 
sick since I have been raising them the last 
four years. I was disgusted with the plain 
Reds and others; I had so much sickness 
among them last fall. [I had a dozen or 
two hens to do the setting, and nearly every 
one had sore-head, while not a single Buck- 
eye ever had it—and just the wire fence 
between them! I am so anxious to know 
what the trouble is, uncle, and what to @o 
to prevent it. We have only a few mos- 

witoes; could it be they bit the hens and

@ terrible disease. The hens that have it go 
several days without eating and look awfully 
mopy.

COME UP IN AUGUSTA: FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS 


Judge and Solicitor of the-City 
Court Differ in Interpre- 
tations of Law. 


Augusta, Ga., July § —(Special.)—The 
city court meets Monday to again take 


up liquor cases—indictments for viola-'! 


tion of the new prohibition law. 

There are several cases to be 
posed of, some of them sensational. One 
of them—that against Matthew Dela- 
ney—involves the seizure of liquor in 


the Delaney home. It was found in 
quantity, sealed up 
residence. Delaney was a former near 
beer dealer. 
tody of the sheriff, as are also the other 
liquors which have been seized since 
May i1—-tens of thousands of dollars 
worth of it. 

From the bench, during the trial of 
one of these liquor cases, Judge James 
Cc. Cc. Black, Jr.,. in the city court, 
charged that where a man had, in his 
residence, liquor in quantity, and where 
there was no. surrounding” cireum- 
stances to indicate that the liquor was 
held for purposes of illegal sale, there 
was no violation of law, when it was 
shown that such person had such liquor 
in his possession prior to May 1. 

The solicitor of the city court, W. 
Inman Curry, holds tnat any person 
who has in his possession, in his rest- 
dence or elsewhere, liquor in any quan- 
tity other than two quarts, no matter 
where or when t 
is a violator of the 
is a violator of the law 
or any liquor, is in his 
other than one single quart 
two one-quart bottles.

{I intend getting up a 
showing exactly how tv commence 
related birds—male and females 
various matings, to pursue to 
breeding and continue health 

There is not a breeder of 
poultry who known outside of his 
village who does not line’ breed hie 
forced to do it to keep up his strain lf he 
bought males every year or two to get new 
biood in his fiock he would have no strain, 
but a mixture of several strains, with no 
distinct individuality. 

Take as an example my 
dottes. Twenty-two years ago 
bought my first Wyandottes—-six 
one man and cock from a firm living hun- 
dreds of miles in an opposite direction By 
careful selection and proper breeding I 
have Kept up the vigor of my fiock. Only 
twice in the past have I bought other birds 
for my flock, and these cockerels were from 
the party from whom the original male came 
from Sol reaily have now the same strain 
I made years ago. 

Do you suppose for one 
Young, the noted White Leghorn breeder, 
Hawkins, the HKarred Rock breeder; Duston 
or Keller, the noted White Wyandotte breed- 
ers, buy birds every year or two to intro- 
duce new blood in their flocks? Not much, 
for to be candid, no one has as good birds 
of their breeds as they have themselves, and 
it would be almost fatal to introduce infe- 
rior blood. Then, how do they get such 
good birds? Simply by double mating and 
line breeding or inbreeding. 

The writer of the articie taken from The 
Ruralist was writing of ecrub fowls and 
scrub ways of managing scrub fowls Why, 
when I was a boy on the farm we did just 
as he states: kilied all the early hatched 
cockerels and pullets and ate them and the 
late hatches, both male and female, were 
used for breeders the next season, simply 
because they were not large enough to eat 
before the season for frying-sized chickens 
was over and spare ribs and backbone were 
once more in fashion. 

I venture the assertion that if you were 
to write The Ruralist man he would tell 
you he was a believer in line breeding stand- 
ard bred poultry. I have an idea who the 
writer is, and, therefore, make the asser- 
tion. 

Evidently your mating was faulty In some 
way when you mated up your flock last 
winter, thus causing #80 many weaklings dur- 
ing the hatching season.

As | said above, have been 
and years, but never said 
much about it, simply because the masses 
had not abandoned their scrub or mongrel 
stock and most of my readers were breeding 
chickens as The Ruralist writer said. They 
were inbreeding without knowledge and 
therefore making bad matters worse. 

The time is not far distant when we can 
go deeper into intensive poultry ‘culture. 
The people are fast adopting standard-bred 
poultry and now they want to know more 
about how best to mate and select them. 

I believe I would prefer deviding the acre 
lot orchard in two, with the house in center 
of division so that the chickens could be 
turned into either yard simply by closing 
one outiet and opening another. I would 
plant rye in one side next September and 
allow the chickens to range on the other 
side till, say November, then I would turn 
them in on the rye and sow wheat in the 
other side. Would follow the rye in late 
much with dwarf rape. 

The chickens and the ciover 
help the orchard, not hurt it. 

Your mode of feeding is all well and good. 

The Anconia breed of chickens are classed 
with the Mediterranean breeds—non-setters, 
like Leghorn, Minorcas, etc. 

There are several southern breeders of 
Anconia, and they will be pleased to write 
you when they read your query. The Shep- 

agd strain seems to be the best and most 
extensively bred both north and south.

RULED IN STOCKS 


‘Speculative Issues Show 


Lack of Strength—United 


$261,242,000 


States Bonds Are Headed 
Downgrade — New York 
Surplus Reserve Dwindles. 


New York, July 8,—Professional 
traders were in complete control of to- 
day’s narrow and perfunctory market, 
virtually coming from 
that source. There was 
‘heavy selling of such speculative is- 
sues as United States Industrial Alco- 
hol and. the more distinctive war 
stocks, like the equipments, New York 
Airbrake, Crucible Steel and Motors. 
Alcohol recorded an extreme decline of 
3% points, duplicating its low price of 
the year at 126%. 

Coppers and affiliated shares contin- 
ued their declining tendency of recent 
days, but Mexicans were fairly steady 
when not under severe pressure. Sug- 
ars and the shipping groups lost some 
ground, probably on further realizing 
for profits, but the more stable indus- 
trials, including United States Steel 
and Lackawanna Steel, were firm. 

Rails played no part worthy of com- 
ment aside from considerable nativity 
in Denver and Rio Grande preferred, 
which rose almost three with 
some reaction toward the close. New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis, the 
“Nickel Plate,” control of which was 
recently surrendered by New York Cen- 
tral interests, made a recession of four 
points to 39. 

The day's general news included fur- 
ther export inquiries for steel and iron, 
trade reports showing a moderate halt 
in various lines of business, the de- 
cision of the federal court favoring 
the American Can company and addl- 
tional May statements of railway 
earnings, including that of the Great 
Northern road, showing a net gain of 
about $900,000. 

The actual conditton of the clearing 
house institutions fulfilled popular 
predictions, the bank statement show- 
ing a cash contraction of about $53,- 
000,000, with a decrease of almost $36,- 
000,000 in surplus, drawing the ex- 
cess reserves down to $53,546,000, the 
smallest total for this item since the 
new system of weekly reports came 
into operation. A year ago excess ré- 
serves approximated $163,000,000. 

Bonds evinced an easier tendency on 
limited dealings. Total sales, par value, 
$1,940,000.

Notwithstanding that according to 
high authority it was doubtful wheth- 
er the wheat plant in North Dakota 
could be far enough advanced to show 
black rust, the assertion that the 
dreaded infection had been found led 
instanter to an upward rush in values. 
At first little attention was paid to 
Opinions that a more likely place for 
the discovery of the rust would be in 
the northern part of the spring crop 
region. Before the end of the day, 
though, conservative views were given 
heed, and a good deal of reaction in 
prices took place, especially as some 
advices referred to the ewil as not rust, 
but instead, black smut. 

Prior to the alarming news from 
North Dakota indicating the possibil- 
ity of huge damage to the spring crop, 
|wheat prices had swung within com- 
paratively narrow limits, and seemed 
during the early part of the day to 
act on the whole in favor of the bears, 

Indeed, the ruling influence was a 
report that the surplus moisture in 
the northwest was disappearing fast, 
and that prospects there were encour- 
azing for a hig yields. Besides the 
bearish effects of the government crop 
report continued in evidence. On the 
other hand, word of liberal export 
sales helped give force to the subse- 
quent sharp upturn in the market. 

Corn bulged when wheat turned 
strong. Previously, the market was 
weak, owing to the bearish government 
figures and as ae result of ideal 
weather. 

Oats reflected the course of other 
cereals. Scattering reports of rust 
continued and stocks in store showed 
a big decrease for the week.

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Stocks of Concerns Dependent 


Upon War Orders Are Avoided 


Discriminating Investors 
Are Buying Rails and Sea- 
soned Industries— Success 
of Allied Drives Adds 
Strength to the Security 
Market. 


New York, July 8—(Special.)—The 
stock market has been quite strong, 
but only moderately active during the 
past week. The holiday interfered with 
trading, but it was evident that buy- 
ing was of good quality. The shorts 
did not contribute much to the strength 
of the market, as they were fairly well 
covered from their operations the pre- 
vious week. The principal cause of 
etrength was the outlook for a peace- 
ful settlement of the Mexican ques- 
tion, but factors of no small impor- 
tance were the initial success of the 
@llies’ drive and the probability that 
the labor dispute in railroad circles 
will be settled without a strike. On 
the latter development, railroad stocks 
Were in better. demand and advanced 
more rapidly than they have in any 
week for a long time. For the first 
time in many months, Steel common 
Was the unquestioned leader of the 
market, thereby serving to attract 
some people into the market who would 
not be buyers when any other stock 
Was leading. The strength in Steel 
common was due to reports that an 
extra dividend would de paid this quar- 
ter, and, although this was not received 
with full credencé in well-informed 
circles, even the doubters as to extra 
dividends were bullish on the stock 
because of the belief that the regular 
dividend rate was practically certain for 
a long time to come. The proposal 
for a national tax on copper and mu- 
nitions did not affect the market much, 
@s both coppers and war stocks were 
steady. Close observers of the market 
think that there will be a speedy en- 
trance of the public into the market, 
and that an active summer is assured 
if the Mexican troubles do not again 
grow serious. Public participation, 
however, is expected to be in different 
stocks than at any time in the past 
year or so. During that time there 
have been several speculative booms 
in which the outside buying was near- 
ly in the war stocks. The disposi- 
tion on all sides at the present time 
seems to be to avoid the securities of 
companies which did not have any 
profits to speak of in normal times and 
which were prominent as a sole re- 
sult of prospects of large profits from 
War orders. Such outside buying as 
has been noticeable recently has been 
almost entirely in railroad issues and 
in seasoned industrials, most especial- 
ly in the stocks of some companies 
which have been depressed because of 
war conditions and which will, there- 
fore, have the greatest comparative 
benefit from the restoration of peace. 

The return to the banks of large 
funds paid out in dividends or interest 
on July 1 has caused a restoration of 
easier rates in time and call loans, fol- 
lowing the temporary advances around 
the first of the month. There has not, 
as yet, been much reinvestment of divi- 
dend and interest receipts, but it fs be- 
lieved that large portions of the 
amounts disbursed will be returned to 
the security markets soon. 


Government Financing. 


Although the returns from the in- 
come tax exceed earlier expectations, 
with the total for 1916 $124,867,439, the 
government will have to find yarious 
means of increasing national income 
at once in order to provide for various 
special expenditures. The principal 
item of special outlay will be the cost 
of the national guard mobilization, 
even if war in Mexico is averted. This 
has already cost a large sum, and 
there ia the addtional need of funds 
this year to provide for the extra ap- 
ropriations for the army and navy. 

any features of the proposed increase 
in taxation are og particular interest 
to the banking #@nd security market 
communities, butfho concern has been 
shown among imfortant financiers over 
the proposed prcevisions of the bill. 

The United States sub-treasury in 
New York now has above $450,090,000 in 
gold stored in its vaults, which is more 
than is contained in any other single 
depository in the world. There is oniy 
about $1,/50,000,000 gold in the United 
Btates at present, so that over a quar- 
ter of it is in one building. Most of 
the gold in New York has been im- 
ported during the past two years, over 
half of it in the last six months. 

The dividend declarations of the past 
week have included the usual number 
of extras or increased regular rates, 
and there is little doubt now that the 
second half of 1916 will see even larger 
total disbursements than the firat half, 
also that 1916 will establish a new high 
record for dividends. 

The allies’ drive has caused renewed 
talk in important financial circles as 
to the probable part that the United 
States will play in Europe after the 
war. It is apparently believed that the 
drive, if it continues successful as it 
has been #0 far, will materially shorten 
the remaining period of warfare. it 
is now believed that this country will 
be the leading source of loans for néar- 
iy all other nations, and that foreign 
loans will be larger after peace than 
they have been during the war. It is 
also expected that rates will be as high 
and possibly higher after peace is re- 
stored than they have been. Enormous 
sales of machinery are looked for, with 
nearly all of Europe expected to turn 
to thts country for such. It is said that 
Russia alone will spend several bil- 
lions of dollars in the United States 
and Canada within a few years after 
the war is over for railroad equip- 
ment, machinery and all kinds of sup- 
plies. An interesting feature of ex- 
pert opinion on the subject is that Ku- 
rope will also look to this cotntry for 
@ number of men to install various 
American methods in manufacturing 
and railroading. 


Prosperity of Railroads, 


The reports of the trunk lines 
howed an even greater increase in 

ay over the corresponding month in 
1915 than in April. The Pennsylvania 
system, for all its lines, had $173,090,- 
089 gross and $40,545,594 net for the 
first five months of 1916, an increase of 
$60,000,000 in gross and $20,200,000 in 
net over the earnings for the first five 
months of 1915. The New York Cen- 
tral system for all lines had $148,421,- 
816 gross and $45,165,491 net for the 
- five months of 1916 to May 31, increas- 
es of $36,652,852 in gross and $22,547,- 
185 in net over the same period in 
1915. The earnings ot many other rail- 
roads have been at a record-breaking 
rate so far this year, but the second 
gix months is expected to be even bet- 
ter than the first half year,\as the gen- 
eral outiook is for even further in- 
crease in traffic in the next few 
months in nearly all sections of the 
anymtry, 

The launching of many new ships 
and the utilization of various boats 
from lake, river and coast traffic for 
international trade has resulted in a 
material additions to available freight 
room for shipments to Europe aad a 
corresponding drop in ocean freight 
rates. Exports are at a higher rate 
than ever before, not only because of 
the increased room, but also because of 
the fact that more buying has been 
possible in some commodities because 
of the lowering of freight rates. It 
is estimated that average freight rates 
po igre most important commodities are 
. least 50 per cent lower than at the 
high point of the last year or two, but 
they are still enormously above, the

The cutting off of the labor supply as 
a result of the cessation of immigra- 
tion, the activity in all lines of busl- 
ness and the recent withdrawal of 
many men for service in the national 
guard have operated to cause this 
shortage. If the soldiers are not back 
at work by the time harvesting starts 
in the fall it is expected that the labor 
shortage will be a problem which may 
have serious results. 

The nroduction of crude oil in 
United States in the first half of 
as judged by government reports that 
140,000,000 barrels were marketed dur- 
ing the six months, was at close to the 
high total! of the first half of 19165, 
during which time the Cushing pool 
Was at its highest mark. During the 
second half of 1915 Cushing production 
fell off sharply, so that it is probable 
that the total 1916 production will sur- 
pass that of any previous year, as 
there are signs of increase rather than 
decrease in output now. 

The Dyestuff Industry. 


The dyestuffs industry is no longer 
hopeful of getting new supplies from 
Germany, as the british government is 
not inclined to lift the embargo even 
for a few shipments. The domestic in- 
dustry, however, is making steady 
progress and may be able to turn out 
large supplies before the famine in 
some kinds of dyes becomes acute. In 
the textile trades there are now 
kinds of goods, one in which the dyes 
are guaranteed and one in which the 
purchasers have to take c ces on 
the ‘‘fastness’’ of the dyes. "Thy, for- 
mer are made from a few dofmestic 
materials, but mostiy from the rematin- 
ing German dvestuffs, the latter are 
about all from domestic materials, but 
mostiy represent the early” experi- 
ments in dye-making in this country

The export buying of steel products 
has been large recently, making up to 
a large degree for a smaller domestic 
demand, and so reports of unfilled ton- 
nages for June are expected to show 
little change. After so many months 
of heavy buying, and with production 
at such a high rate, it is considered 
gratifying in the industry that new de- 
mand is heavy enough to prevent large 
declines in unfilled tonnage figures. 
Steel prices are now about $1.50 a ton 
averagé below the highest prices of 
the year, but the present average of 
nearly $60 a ton for the leading 
products compares with a high aver 
age of $40 a ton prior to 1916. Lead- 
ing steel men do not look for any seri- 
ous falling off in demand for at least 
@ year to come, and expect that buying 
will be large for the next three or four 
years if no serious disaster comes to 
this country in the meantime. 


Cotten and Wheat Ontlook. 


The wheat market is stronger than 
it has been for some time, as a whole, 
but dealings have been of too profes- 
sional a character to show that they 
will last. The lateness of the winter 
wheat receipts has been a factor off- 
setting the prospects for a larger crop 
than was estimated earlier. 

The cotton market has been steady 
but quiet. The government report, in- 
dicat ng a crop of about 14,260,000 
bales this year, was considered bearish 
and induced a large amount of selling, 
but trade interests were buyers, while 
many speculative accounts were re- 
sponsible for good absorption of offer- 
ings on the theory that demand is in- 
creasing and should be able to take 
care of a large part of a crop of stich 
size, even if the war does not end dur- 
ing the next year. Exports are in- 
creasing and so is domestic buying by 
spinners, and the total of each in the 
next crop year is expected to be close 
to normal, which would take care of

BRITISH VIEWPOINT 


OF U.S. RALROADS 


The Pennsylvania Railroad, | 


Serving the Richest Traffic 
Territory in the World, 
Earns 6 Per Cent Divi- 
dends With Difficulty. 


New York, July 8.—(Special.)—Will 
our railroads be able to get all the 
money they need for the necessary de- 
velopment of terminal facilities? W. 
M. Acworth, a British authority on rail- 
way economics, who has just com- 
pleted an inspection trip over several 
American railroad systems, raises that 
point in a letter published this week by 
the National City bank. “The question 
is a very serious one, and I will not 
attempt to answer it.” Mr. Acworth 
says. Nevertheless, he immediately be- 
gins to express doubts by pointing out 
that ‘Even the Pennsylvania railroad, 
after seventy years of honest and in- 
teligent work in developing the re- 
sources of what is perhaps the richest 
traffic territory in the world, earned 
in 1914 hardly more net income than 
sufficed to pay its modest 6 per cent 
dividend.” He then asks, “Why should 
an investor buy railroad bonds. Pri- 
marily, he wants security.” 

Everybody knows that only a few 
weeks ago our railway terminals were 
so congested with freight that the gov- 
ernment, in behalf of the shipper, was 
forced to step in and take a hand in 
clearing up the situation. But even so, 
is the problem confronting our rail- 
roads as serious as pictured by Mr. Ac- 
worth? 

It is not. Railway conditions here 
have never been similar to those. ex- 
isting in Mr. Acworth's country. In 
England even the very first railroads 
were built through thickly populated 
territory, where business was waiting 
to be handled, and naturally adequate 
terminals had to be constructed along 
with the tracks. Our first railroads 
were crudely laid right on top of the 
ground over mountains and through 
the wilderness. The next,step was to 
create permanent traffic by building up 
cities and towns, and by encouraging 
settlers to lay out and work farms. 
When permanent business began to 
come in, then the railroads began to 
reduce grades and cut out curves that 
had kept their train load down and 
their operating expenses up. The next 
step was to increase the size of the 
freight cars and locomotives. Today 
one of the freight cars used in Mr. Ac- 
worth'’s country can be tucked away 
in the corner @f one of our box cars; 
the American-built locomotive that was 
on exhibit at the world’s fait? at Chi- 
cago as a marvel of power now looks 
like a toy. 

Increased Carrying Capacity. 

Only twenty years ago the average 
train load in this country was 190 tons; 
in 1905 it was tons; for 1915, the 
latest available figures, it was 6505 
tons. That is an increase of nearly 200 
per cent. The result {s that during 
that period the freight train mileage 
(what the railroads pay for) has in- 
creased from only 479 millions to 548 
millions, 14.4 per cent, whereas the num- 
ber of tons of freight hauled one mile 
(What the shippers pay for) increased 
from 95 billion to 277 billion, 191.6 per 
cent. 
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In the last analysis the difference 
between the train mileage of the rail- 
roads and the number of tons of freight 
hauled by them one mile is the profit. 

With the increase in the size of the 
locomotive, which made possible the in- 
crease of nearly 200 per cent in the 
average freight train load came the 
next step in 1e development of rail- 
roading n this country, efforts to make 
the locomotive a less expensive piece of 
maehinery to operate. Next to labor, 
fuel has always been the largest single 
item of expense On our railroads, and 
naturally the fuel bill grew with the 
size of the locomotive. For 1915 the 
railroads paid a coal biil of no lesa 
than $250,000,000, more by $33,000,000 
than was paid out that year in divi- 
dends. That, however, is not as star- 
gering the fact that twenty years 
ago 96 per cent of the heating value 
of the coal used in the rallway loco- 
motive was absolutely wasted. Think 
of 96 per cent of a $250,000,000 coal 
bill being absolute waste! 

Thanks to our mechanical engineers 
it is no longer true that only 4 per 
cent of the energy-producing power of 
the coal burned by the locomotive js 
actually used in hauling freight or pas- 
sengers. Only last week over at the 
annual meeting of the American Rail- 
road Master Mechanics’ Association at 
Atlantic City, there was a locomotive 
on exnibit that was built to burn the 
coal dust which for years has been ac- 
cmulating as waste: That fuel is car- 
ried into the firebox from an enclosed 
tender through pipes and burned under 
pressure ag a@ gas. The'result is that 
mountains of useless coal dust will not 
only be utilized, but through the use of 
powdered fuel, the pulling capa ‘ity of 
the locomotive has been increased 20 
per cent. That means a saving of 20 
per cent in the annual fuel bill of $250 - 
090,000, without considering the savin, 
effected by using up the coal dust .

Durin the ten 
years preceding 1914, Pennsylvania was 
not only able to maintain its dividena 
at the regular rate of 6 per cent, but 
during that period $57,000,000 of the 
terminal improveménts made here in 
New York were charged to profit and 
loss. Since 1901, besides paying its 
regular dividend, and charging $57. -

New York, July 8.—Reperts of con- 
tinued heavy rains in the belt and 


more numerous crop damage reports 
caused a moderate advance in the cot- 
ton markets here this morning. Octo- 
ber contracts sold up to 13.13, or 8 
points net higher, but the advance was 
checked by realizing and reactions fol- 
lowed with October closing at 13.19, 
and the general list barely steady at 
a net gain of 4 to 6 points. 

Liverpool was relatively steady on 
trade calling in a narrow market, and 
the local opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 5 to 6 points. Reactions to 
practically last night's closing Ngpures 
occurred right after the call as a re- 
sult of profit-taking and the absence 
of any general or aggressive buying; 
but the market soon firmed up again 
on reports of damage from the storm 
area. Active months worked about & 
to 10 points above last night's closing 
figures during the middle of the mornh- 
ing, with July selling at 13.04 and De- 
cember at 13.31, but the demand did 
not become active, and closing prices 
showing reactions of a few points from 
the best under renewed realizing and 
local selling.

New York, July 8.—(Special.)—-The cot- 
ton market today showed a few points im- 
provements, being taken advantage of by 
the bulls, always to create the impression 
that something might happen to the cro 
over the holidays. The bulls started to kil 
this cropjwith a lack of fertilizer last Janu- 
ary and ‘worked the fertilizer question to 
death, the first four months of the year.

The week-end figures leaves 
very little encouragement for those who have 
been predicting famine. If a famine is to 
come nearly two million bales of cotton must 
digappear in three weeks and it is disap- 
pearing at the rate of only 130,000 bales a 
week. eW are bearish.

Should the men be called into service 
immediately, South Carolina would 
have approximately 3,000 men ready 
for the border.

J. E. Field, Cartersville. 


July 8.—(Special.)—The 
over the remains of the 
late J. E. Field, who died week ina 
New York hospital, were largely attended by 
j}hosts of friends and relatives from over the 
state. His prominence, both socially and as 
a business man, brougnt expressions of sym- 
pathy and condolence from many places, and 
his death has spread universal sorrow 
throughout this county. 

Mr. Field had been in bad health for more 
than a year. Several months ago he went 
‘to New York and received a_ treatment 
‘which greatly benefited himn. However, a few 
| weeks ago, finding his heaith again failing, 
|he again left for New York. He was mak - 
‘ing progress until he contracted pneumonia 
_His attendants at once apprehended the 
|seriousness of it and notified his fumily tn 
Cartersville. His son, W. H. Field. left at 
once to be at his bedside, and was with 
him at the time of his death, occurring 
three days later, as was Colonel John T. 
Harris, of Cartersville, an intimate friend 

Jere Elijah Field was born January 14, 
1856, in Cherokee county, the son of Elijah 
M. and Cornelia Maxey Fieid. His parents 
moved to this county when young Field was 
but 56 years old. In 1876 Mr. Field married 
Miss Mary Hampton, of Versailles, Ky., the 
daughter of a prominent family of that 
state. Mr. Field had been engaged in the 
cotton business for many years in Carters- 
ville, and bought and sold this staple on a 
large scale. His cotton transactions annual- 
ly were very large, and the capital employed 
required the use of a large fortune and un- 
limited credit, which he enjoyed. For 
something like fifteen years the house was 
known as J. E. Field & Son, his only son, 
W. H. Field, being the junior member of 
the firm. 

Mr. Field enjoyed an extensive business 
and social acquaintance. He diported cotton 
as well as shipping it to the markets of the 
United States. He was a consistent member 
of the Methodist church, a Mason and 
Pythian, and took an active interest in civic 
affairs, state and national, as well as a 
counsellor in matter of government near at 
home. 

Of late years Mr. Field had withdrawn 
largely from active business pursuits, and 
devoted a great deal of time to social recrea- 
tion and to his family. He lost his wife 
through death in 1889, and his mother. who 
lived with him, about a year ago. He is 
survived, however, by one son, W. H. Field; 
and one daughter, Mrs. Harris G. Cope, and 
by two grandchildren, Alice Walker Field 
and Harris Cope, Jr. Also by two brothers, 
Judge R. H. Field, of Kansas City, and J.

Justice to Ministers. 


(From Gazette-Times, Pittsburg, Pa.) 

“Industrial justice represents the late 
est phase in the evolution of a social 
conscience . . Charity has grown 
to be the most hated word in the vocab- 
ulary,”’ writes Joseph H. Odell in an 
article in The Atlantic Monthly on “The 
Economic Crime of the Protestant 
Church,” apropos the failure to make 
provision for disabled and aged minis- 
ters. It is a splendid article, driving 
home the truth of the service performed 
by the ministry whose material re- 
wards are all too meager, and who 
constantly confront the specter of 
want in old age. It sketches the life 
of the average minister, the demands 
made upon him and his effort to meet 
the requirements of his station under 
most difficult circumstances. “He 
smiles, preaches optimism, gives first 
and lost aid to every kind of injury, 
keeps the honor of his church and his 
Master beyond reproach, and spends 
the residue of his strength in devising 
and practicing secret economies. The 
present gives him scarcely a care: but 
the future! It looms dark and bleak 
before him: extreme penury, possibly 
starvation, or—charity.”’ Mr. Odell says 
that “provision for disability or old 
age is altogether ‘out of the question 
with the average minister.” He points 
out that in ordinary business course 
provision is being made for the aged 
and disebled by law or under the 
promptings of practical sense, except 
for the minister. Yet “clergymen are 
producers of values,” and “Pensions are 
deferred wages.” He notes that the 
Protestant churches of America are 
awakening to the injustice to which 
they have subjected their clergy, a 
number of them having formulated 
plans for funds to care for outworn 
ministers and their dependents. The 
Eipiscopal church “proposes to abandon 
its haphazard charity and to recognize 
that its servants have a lifelong and 
indisputable equity in the ecclesiastical] 
corporation” which brings us to the 
point of this article. 


68,977 Workers at Krupp’s. 


(From The New York Times.) 

While the total number of employees 
of the Krupp Works at Essen nearly 
doubled from August 1, 1914, to April 
1, 1916, the number of women work- 
ers in that great gun plant increased 
more than ten-fold during the same 
period, according to reports appearing 
in recent issues of German newspapers. 
On August 1, 1914 there were 36,880 
‘men and 1,2 women employed at 
Krupp’s, while on April 1, 1916, the fig- 
ures were 55,949 and 13,023, respec- 
tively. From the beginning of the cur- 
rent year to April 1, the number of 
male gun and munition makers increas- 
ed 1,358, and the number of female 
workers gained 2,096. 

Before the ‘war women were employ- 
ed only in the selling departments and 
as cleaners. How the hard work in 
the cannon factory affects the women 
is shown by the report of the sick 
benefit fund for 1915, which gives the 
number of cases of illness among the 
women workers as 76.60 per 100, com- 
pared with *2.81 per 100 among the 
men. 


NEW BRITISH MOVE 
FOR SEA CONTROL 


London Declaration Dis- 
carded—Britain Is to Be 
Governed at Sea by Inter- 
national Law. 


London, July 8.—In accordance with 
the recent decision of the British gov- 
ernment to discontinue the partial en- 
forcement of the Declaration of Lon- 
don, which has reference to the con- 
duct of naval warfare, an order in 
council was published today in The 
London Gazette under which all orders 
made under the Declaration of London 
since the beginning of the war are 
withdrawn. 

The new order declares Great Britain 
and her allies intend to exercise their 
belligerent rights at sea in strict ac- 
cordance with international law. 

Provisions to Be Observed. 

On account of the changed conditions 
of commerce and the diversity of prac- 
tice doubts might arise in certain mat- 
ters as to’the rules which the allies 
might regard as in conformity with 
the law of nations and it is ordered that 
the following provisions be observed: 

“Kirst: The hostile destination re- 
quired for the condemnation of contra- 
band articles shall be presumed to ex- 
ist until the contrary is shown, if the 
goods are consigned to or for an ene- 
my authority or agent of an eneiny 
state, or to or for a person in the ter- 
ritory belonging or occupied by the 
enemy, or to or for a person who, dur- 
ing the present -hostilities, has for- 
warded contraband goods to an enem) 
or an agent of an enemy's state, or to 
or for a person in territory belonging 
to or occupied by the enemy, or jf the 
zoods are consigned ‘to order’ or if tne 
ship’s papers do not show’ who is the 
real consignee of the goods 

“Second: The principle of continuous 
voyage or ultimate destination shall be 
applicable both in cases of contraband 
and blockade. 

“Third: A neutral 
contraband with papers 
neutral destination which, 
standing the destination shown on the 
papers, proceeds to an enemy port, 
shall be Hable to capture and condem- 
nation if she is encountered before the 
end of her next voyage. 

“Fourth: <A vessel carrying contra- 
band shall be Hable to capture and con- 
demnation if the contraband, reckoned 
either by value, weight, volume _ or 
freight, forms more than half the car- 
ze.””

No Previous Orders Affected. 


It fs further ordered that nothing in 
the new regulations shall be deemed to 
affect the order in council of March ll, 
1915, for further restricting the com- 
merce of the enemy, or any proclama- 
tions declaring articles to be contra- 
band of war during the present hostili- 
ties, nor shall the new regulations af- 
fect the validity of anything done un- 
der the orders in council now with- 
drawn. Any cause or proceeding com- 
menced in prize court before the mak- 
ing of the new order may, if the court 
thinks it just, be heard and decided 
under the orders withdrawn, so far 
as they were In force, when such cause 
or proceeding was begun, or would have 
been applicable in such cause or pro- 
ceeding if the new order had not been 
made. 

The new order is cited as “Maritime 
rights Order in Council, 1916.” 

NO MARKED CHANGE, 
SAYS WASHINGTON, 

Washington, July 8’.—Examination of 
the unofficial text of the new British 
order in council at the state depart- 
ment today failed to reveal any marked 
departiure from the line of procedure 
followed since the beginning of the 
war by the entente allies in dealing 
with neutral commerce. There is ap- 
parently no such wide extension of 
the existing blockade as has been 
threatened. 

Many of the present practices against 
which the United States has vigorously 
protested, however, are specifically au- 
thorized. So, in a sense, the order may 
be regarded as a practical answer in 
advance to the note which is being pre- 
pared at the state department in reply 
to the lengthy memorandum from the 
sritish foreign office on the subject of 
restrictions upon heutral trade. It ‘was 
handed to the state department last 
April. Dispatch of the reply now prob- 
ably will be hastened as much ag pos- 
sible. 

Primarily, officials here believe the 
new order, abandoning completely the 
declaration of London, is an endeavor 
to put upon a firm and legal basis the 
various orders and more or less irreg- 
ular measures adopted to stop com- 
merce with enemy countries. The re- 
cent sweeping decision of the British 
courts in the case of the steamship 
Zamora threatened to unsettle all pro- 
ceedings under the old orders. 

The greatest importance/is attached 
here to the very first declaration re- 
garding the presumption of enemy des- 
tination of cargoes of contraband. The 
United States government has contend- 
ed that the burden of proof of the 
contraband character and liability to 
seizure of a cargo is upon the bellig- 
erent power which seeks to confiscate. 

The principle of continuous voyage, 
adopted in the British order as war- 
rant for the eeizure of cargoes des- 
tined to reach a belligerent country 
from a neutral country through an in- 
termediate neutral port is one which 
also has formed the basis of prolonged 
discussion between London and Wash- 
ington, and so far without bringing 
them into accord. 

Another outstanding {ssue now 
sought to be settled outright is the 
asserted right of a belligerent to cap- 
ture and confiscate a blockade runner 
after the completion of her cruise and 
when engaged in other business. The 
United States has never recognized this 
principle, contending that the offense 
is not continuous and that the vessel 
must be taken red-handed if she is to 
be subject to seizure. 

The assertion of the right to confis- 
cate a cargo, more than half of which 
is contraband, also is disputed. 
FRANCE ABANDONS 
LONDON DECLARATION. 

Paris, July &8.—(11 a. m.)—The French 
government, following the example of 
treat jritain, has abandoned the 
declaration of London as interpretation 
of miritime tinternational law.

Monroe Doctrine an Alliance 


With England. 


(W. Morton Fullerton, in the World's 
Work.) 


What constitutes the far-reaching 
significance for the world of 1916 of 
the unanimity of Jefferson and Madi- 
son and Monroe is the fact that/the 
Monroe doctrine laid down a cOmmon 
policy for Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States in their action in the western 
hemisphere, in opposition to other 
powers. The conscientious scrutiny of 
the documents, in fact, confirms the 
view of Mr. Theodore Andrea Cook, 
who says: “The Monroe doctrine was 
clearly meant by its writer, with the 
concurrence of Madison and Jefferson, 
to lay down .a combined policy which 
England and the United States were to 


follow on the continent of America as 
against all other powers, a _ policy 
| which might just as well have been 
| given out by England, but was an- 
nounced from Washington, to avoid 
| any appearance of dictation by the 
mother country.” In other words, 
' England was recognized by the United 
States as the defender with her of the 
ideal of liberty, and the Monroe doc- 
trine was in reality the sign of a com- 
mon resolve on the part of England 
and the United States to protect the

OF GEORGIA SOLDIERS

Following Adjutant General J. Van

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Does Not Want War. 


(From The Philadelphia Ledger.) 

The governor of the state of Yuca- 
tan, unlike some of his Mexican col- 
leagues, insists that in spite of the per- 
nicious activities of a few ardent “pa- 
triots,”” his state does not want war. 
Mexico's quarrel is scarcely that of the 
{ peninsula, which since the mysterious 
'era of the Mayas has boasted a certain 
‘ethnological and political independence 
of the mainland. Of the nearly 400,000 
inhabitants, most are of Mayan de- 
scent, and it is their disposition to look 
on the bright side of living rather 
than to take offense. Their ancestors 
were highly civilized when the Span- 
jards came with the marvelous fire- 
breathing weapons to subdue them, to 
ravage their homes and temples and 
destroy the abundant written records 
‘of their history. Now the ruins stand 
enwreathed by the jungle growth, their 
lhieroglyphics offering an enigma which 
inone have deciphered. The Yucatans 
have never made an effort to exploit 
. these half-buried ancient cities in or- 
der to attfact the tourist. They look 
‘on them much as an Alabama negfro 
»regards a “haunted” house. Yet those 
moldering stones, once hauled into 
| place with hempen ——— are eloquent 
of a vanished glory of which degener- 
ate scions are not tired of prating. 
' The Yuecatans have as much to lose 
'as any other Mexicans by war with the 
| United States. For the traffic in hene- 
‘quen, a species of hemp known to com- 
merce as sisal, had grown before the 
revolution had broke out in 1910 to an 
exportation of €00,000 bales, worth in 
our money some $20,900,000. This kept 
alive 400 plantations, worked in part 
by deported Yaqui Indians brought 
from northern Mexico as a penalty for 
their unruliness in the highlands. 

The case of Yucatan affords one more 
depressing example of a quarrel arti- 
ficially provoked by incendiary ring- 
leaders among a people whosefheart m 
not for riot and bloodshed, whose feet 
are set in the ways of peace. The Yaqui 
infiltration will take fire easily; the 
Mayans are the mestizos (Spanish In- 
dians) want mefely to be let alone, to 
gossip and weave hammocks, to laugh 
and jest and dream of bygone days. It 
is a profound pity that they are likely 
to be drawn into an entanglement that 
means nothing to them of patriotism 
or of honor, but merely the destruction 
of their means of subsistence.

‘S$V¥OULD HAVE MADE NIFTY PARADE 


+ One thing about the average rail- 


road man: He is “preparedness” per- 
sonified. If he isn't that he is not an 
average railroad man, and any kind of 
man below the average of railroad men 
the railroads do not want. So, unless 
@ man is at least as good as the aver- 
age—and the railroads’ standard is 
high—he is not a railroad man for 
very long. 

But getting back to the initial as- 
sertion: When the management of 
the Independence day preparedness pa- 
rade, several days ante-dating July 4, 
called the local heads of railroad de- 
partments and asked each if he were 
prepared to make a showing in the 
preparedness parade, each made the 
same answer: 

' “We're prepared for anything. Count 
On me and my men.” 

The result on the Fourth was such 
that. had everybody else “fallen down” 
and disappointed the committee, there 
still would have been a preparedness 
parade—and not such a meager one at 
that. 

The roads having offices in Atlanta 
each put into the line of mageh just 
such men as felt inclined to partici- 
ate. There was no compulsion about 
t. It was not needed; for there were 
seven hundred bona-tfide, red-blooded 
railroaders and a brass band—a real 
“Rail and Crosstie” brass band—in line. 
They made a fine showing—not a bet- 
ter showing was made by any other 
line of industry in the city. 

Every man of the crowd, too, looked 
the part of “preparedness,” and every 
sountenance bore that unmistakable, in- 
epiring praiseworthy.

There is no need to mention here the 
names of any participating, because 
theré were, as stated, 700 of them, and 
they were not marching just to be seen 
nor to get their names into print. 
Among them were general agents, su-

SANTA FE MAKES PROVISIONS 
FOR ITS EMPLOYEES’ FAMILIES 


Ordinarily when a communication 
from the executive department comes 
fluttering into a railroad office, it cre- 
ates a stir of some sort. In fact, it 
always does, but usually the _ initial 
“stir’’ is one of apprehension, because 
everybody knows that ween “the old 
man’ speaks or writes there’s some- 
thing doing. 

The other day a communication Iis- 
sued from the office of President E. P. 
Ripley, of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe. It was one of those ‘“scary- 
looking’ missives, which forebode trou- 
ble for somebody, and had the appear- 
ance of dynamite. A-copy of it found 
its way into every office of the com- 
pany, and the effect everywhere was 
the same. Fancy the sénsation, then, 
in each office after the missive had 
been read, for here is the way it start- 
ed out: 

“To all employees: For some time 
past the directors and officers of this 
company have been considering a plan 
of making donations or paying bene- 
fits to the families of employees dying 
while in the service of the company.” 

Then President Ripley goes on to ex- 
Plain the plan hit upon as follows: 

“It has been believed that regardless 
of the amount of wages a man may 
receive he will derive comfort in the 
knowledge that in the event of his 
death those dependent on him will not 
be in absolute want. 

“It has been exceedingly difficult to 
ascertain with any reasonable exact- 
ness the cost of such a scheme as has 
been discussed. It is felt ,that the 
amount of donation or ber*fit should 
be based somewhat on length of serv- 
ice and on rate of pay, and it is prac- 
tically impossible to forecast what will 
be the ultimate cost of such a plan. 

“But the present vear has been one 
of unusual prosperity, and feeling that 


more 


the results attained are in part due to: 


the efforts of our employees it is. de- 
sired to recognize these efforts in a 
substantial way. 

“Begiwning, therefore, on July 1, 
1916, the company proposes to pay to 
such party, or parties, as suc em- 
ployee, dying while in its service and 
who has been in its employ: for two 
Or more years continuously, may have 
designated in writigg as his beneficiary 
or beneficiaries, or, in case of failure 
to make such designation, then to his 
next of kin dependent on him, a sum 
equal to 5 per cent of the salary or 
Wage received by him during the 
twelve months immediately preceding 
his death, multiplied by the number of 
years of continuous service, in accord- 
ance with the “examples” hereafter set 
forth, provided that the maximum 
amount to be so paid shall be one 
years pay, but shall in no case exceed 
$3,000.00: and provided further that the 
minimum shall be $2590.00. 

“The above plan is put forth tin the 
hope that conditions may enable us to 
continue it in effect for the future, but 
it must be distinctly understood 
at this time the company intends to try 
out such plan for two years only, and 
distinctly reserves the right at any 
time after the expiration of such two- 
year period to cancel or modify all or 
eo much of the arrangement as may 
seem necessary or expedient to it.”

These 
pledges have come,in reply to the re- 
cent appeal of.

This does not mean,’ however, that 
a strike of the 25,000 enginemen, con- 
ductors, firemen and trainmen could 
fail to be a serious matter, or that the 
railroad could keep its trains in opera- 
tion except with greatidifficulty. The 
volunteers would have to be withdrawn 
from other departments of the service, 
and in some cases would require addi- 
tional training. It does, however, prove 
that the management is assured of the 
loyalty of thousands of its employees 
in any emergency. Some of the engine- 
men and firemen, also, have assured 
the management that they would re- 
main loyal. 

Responses have come in from the 
clerical and office forces, from the men 
in the shops, even the men from the 
larger shops such as those at Camden, 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and _  Balti- 
more, have assured the road that they 
are ready to serve in any capacity to 
prevent a tie-up of traffic.

Cody Proud of Men.

Monday morning will see a flurry in the lace department greater than we have known this season. 
A very important sale of flouncings will cause the commotion. 


Through the able protection of an ef- 
ficient fire department, the fire loss 
in Atlanta is less in comparison than 
the loss of any other city of its size 
in the United States. That is a broad 
statement, but statistics and figures 
compiled in the office of Chief W, B. 
Cody will bear it out. 

During the past four months Atlanta 
has not had a fire the total damage 
of which amounted to over $1,500. Dur- 
ing the past six months there have been 
826 fires in the city, only one of which 
amounted to over $10,000. 

Chief Cody and every member of his 
department points to the record which 
has been made by the Atlanta fire de- 
partment with pride. Thursday he went 
Over the entire workings of the At- 
lanta fire fighting system with a Con- 
stitution reporter to show in just what 
manner efficiency and promptness were 
winning a record for the department. 

On March 22, the same day Augusta 
and Nashville suffered such disastrous 
blazes, the local department had its | 
worst fire in the first six months of 
1916. It was the burning of the Mar- 
but-Thornton Lumber company on Ma- 
rietta street. 

The estimated total loss on that fire 
was $20,000. For over three hours that 
night the fire department fought 
against a 50-mile-an-hour wind to ex- 
tinguish the flames. It was at first 
thought that Atlanta was going to have 
just such a catastrophe as that which 
befell Augusta. 

After their three-hour fight, during 
which some of the most heroic work 
ever dom was accomplished, the fire 
department won out and another good 
mark was chalked up on the credit 
side of its score. 

During 1915 the department answer- 
ed 1,390 alarms. During the first six 
months of 1915 875 alarms were an- 
swered. 

During the first six months of 19164 
954 alarms were answered. Sixty- 
three out of that number were false. 
False alarms were one of the hard- 
est problems which the department of- 
ficials have had to cope with this year. 

A fire alarm fiend had been running 
rampant over the city, causing the de- 
partment no end of trouble and in- 
curring a large extra expense for the 
city. In spite of that fact, Chief Cody 
states that his record for this year 
will be better than the oné made last 


year. : 

The fire loss In Atlanta during 1915 
was $503,485. For the first six months 
last year_s total loss amounted to 


$303,335. 

For the first six months of this year, 
although an accurate figure could not 
be reached, it was estimated that the 


total loss would amount to eepsy 
over $280,000. That is a reduction of 
$23,335 in the fire loss of the first six 
months of this year under the loss for 
the corresponding length of time last 


year. 

“The ordinary person could never in 
the world imagine the different things 
which can cause a fire,” stated @ B. 
Carlton, the chief's secretary,*in talk- 
ing to the reporter. “There are exactly 
61 causes listed in the chief's annual 

ort of 1915.” 
That number sounded mighty big to 
the reporter and he was “cited” to the 
1915 annual report. 

Out of the sixty-one direct causes for 
a fire, the most popular was “sparks 
from chimney.” During the year the 
report shows that there were 457 blazes 
all caused by sparks from_ chimneys 
falling onto shingle and wooden roofs. 

tealizing that the most efficient way 
to prevent fires is_ to strike at their 
causes, Chief Cody has advocated with 
all his strength the passing of an or- 
dinance making it unlawful for a nouse 
or other building to be erected without 
a metal or fireproof roof. 

Atlanta Department Well Equipped. 


“There are some people in Atlanta 
who don’t know what the Atlanta fire 
department consists of,” said Secretary 
Carlton, while talking to the news- 
paper man. “Why don't you tell them 
just what we have and how we use our 
equipment?” 

The apparatus of the department 
consists of an aerial hook and ladder 
truck, in the form of a tower for sky- 
scraper fire fighting; five service hook 
and ladder trucks, nine steamers, eight 
hose wagons, three combination and 
hose wagons, two double tank chemical 
engines, one water tower, one supply 
wagon, three chief’s cars, four triple 
combination chemical hose wagons and | 
pumps, one automatic hook and ladder | 
service truck and one fire alarm de- | 
partment auto repair truck. 

The department maintains its own re- 
pair shop, which is well equipped and 
huilds most of the apparatus used. 

There are 214 fire fighters on the de- 
partment payrgl; nine substitutes, and | 
seven Gameweé fire alarm operators. 

The last n ed man the switch- 
boards and sigt@l systems, registering 
alarms and sen z the different com- 
panies out over\\he city in answer to 
calls. 

Although it {s hard to say just what 
will happen, the fireman's life is all 
expectations. Chief Cody is satisfied 
that nis men will fight to protect the 
lives and property of Atlantans, and 
therefore during the fhext six months 
is safe in saying that the department 
is going to stand higher for efficiency 
and service well done during 1916 than 
it ever has been before.

SU DEALERS DECLARE 


Continued Rains Over Country

present shortage in the 
trade is likely to continue 
grow worse if the heavy 
Michigan and New York do not stop 
within a short time, is the view of 
dealers on the west side, says The Jour- 
nal of Commerce It was said the 
Other day that successive rains for 60 
days have prevented growers from 
planting, and that unless conditions 
change in the next few days a large 
proportion of the acreage which would 
be sown in beans would be diverted to 
other crops. (‘oupled with the half 
crop harvested last year there has been 
a complete stop in the imports of beans 
from France, Russia, Austria, Japan 
and Manchuria, which were formerly 
important factors in the bean trade, 
was the statement recently. 

“The present situation is different 
from anything I have ever seen before. 
and I hope I will not see it again.” said 
Rn. 8. Porter. of RAR. &.. Porter &@& Coe. 
“If the shortage in beans becomes 
much worse it will mean a practical 
end to business, as the supplies in the 
market are usuatiy small... Great Brit- 
ain has stripped Manchuria and Japan 
of beans. This was done soon after 
the crop was harvested last fall. We 
cannot import from Austria beeause of 
the war. Russia and France need all 
their own production. The United 
States has consumed annuatly much 
greater quantities of beans than have 
been produced here, and it is easily 
seen why the present shortage has de- 
veloped. 

‘“‘alifornia normally produces about 
one-quarter of the beans grown in the 
I"nited States, Michigan about a half 
and New York a quarter. I understand 
California has a full crop this year, 
but the rains in New York and Michli- 
gan make it doubtful if we will get 
more than a quarter crop here. The 
prospects for next year are for a half 
crop.”

The following article from the cur- 
rent issue of The Journal of Labor

There was a special department room in the armory where the iennial 
convention was held devoted to all things literary and library. N@ more 
attractive and interesting headquarters were to be found, and cordially wel- 
coming the visitors were Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, chairman literature .and 
library extension; Mrs. Mary Morton Cartwright, chairman drama committee; 
Mrs. F. I. Wardwell, music chairman, and others equally earnest and helpful. 
It was in these department rooms and at the department luncheons that the 
“clubable”’ spirit was felt most strongly. Mrs. Cartwright Bays the word 
“clubable” is coming to be an adjective of large content. It involves so many 
of the fine elements that go to the making of modern womanhood. It connotes 
all the qualities that make possible the co-operative friendliness we crystallize 
in a club. Not only that elementary gregariousness that makes us like to get 
together, but the higher spiritual qualifications that empower us to stay 
together are involved. The clubable woman is capable of sinking herself in 
the larger body, which is democratic; if she sees faults or mistakes it is 
nct “with flaw-seeking eyes like needle-points, but loving kindly, ever looks 
them down:” she is idealistic enough to seek inspiration and effectiveness 
through her contact with her fellow-women, not being content with amuse- 
ment alone. The art of living together has been pronounced the finest and 
mest difficult of arts. Surely the club is one of its expressions. Fairness, 
justice, kindness, generous judgment, altruism, team-work, enthusiasm and 
juealism, all these are involved in “clubable.” And perhaps we should re- 
member that the ideal club woman needs also the saving touch of humor that 
smooths the path for the subtler virtues. — | 

The same qualifications that weld us into our successful individual clubs 
loom yet larger in our federation, where they must be stretched to cover a 
wider variety of personalities and a bigger range of interests. Each depart- 
ment has its long list of sought-for objects and to each its own specialties 
loom pre-eminent. It would seem the function of the arts to humanize and 
cement the more practical and active of our aims. Particularly is this true 
ef literature—the most popular and universally understood of the arts.

It says 
that all these interests are not outside affairs, but essentially matters of

The drama, said Mrs. Cartwright, is the interplay between human will 
and its environment, and ass such is perhaps the supreme expression of just 
this correlation between literature and life, told and retold from the Greeks 
snlendid insight into the cleansing power to be found in analyzing the lives 
of other men down to the modern outburst that has crammed every problem 
of today onto our stage. 

The Bible, viewed as literature, combines every known literary form; 
history, argument, story, poetry, play, in an inspired revelation that means 
se)f-revelation to the wise reader. ; 

No better vehicle for commemorating Mrs. Frances Squire Potter could 
have been found than the creation of this committee. “The Bible as Litera- 
ture’ was illustrated, on the literary program, through Miss Marie Mayer, 
the “Mary Magdalene” of the great Oberammergau play that has long mingled 
devoutness and _tradition in sincerest art. 

Poetry. 

The oldest and sweetest form of living message, poetry, was presented 
the conference by Mrs. Carlo Fischer. 

“The Spoken Song” was the style in which Mrs. Fischer gave her beau- 
ti‘ul selections from Tagore’s poems. Arthur Koerner sympathetically accom- 
panied the poems with piano settings, having worked together with Mrs. 
Fischer upon these interpretations for several years. 

Introducing this attraction, Mrs. Cartwright said of the mystic Tagore: 
“Tagore is as spacious as a starry night, as intimate as the crackle of a 
teart fire, as complex as the solar system, as simple as a windflower, as 
fragrant as a violet and as colorful as a sunrise. He is everything, in the 
game way that nature is everything; he is you and I; he is man, woman and 
child: he is sun, wind and rain; he is city and country; he is night and day. 
Nhe king on his throne lays down his scepter to take up his book of songs 
and the Bengalese women raise their eyes to the sky and sing them as they 
go home at nightfall with their brown earthen jugs full to the brim. No 
miodern poet, and few poets of any time or place, are so universally human 
«s Rabindranath Tagore.” |

were Edwin Markham, Florence Wilkinson, Joyce Kilmer, May Riley Smith, 
Margaret Widdemer, Arthur Guiterman and Teresa Helburn.

Many people are indifferent and uninterested in this movement because 
ihey claim that when attained it cannot be enforced. But it is being enforced 
‘my the majority of states. Shall Georgia own to impotence and incompetence 
in a matter concerning which other states have met with remarkable success? 

Also, apart from the benefits to the individual which result from compul- 
sory education, is it not unfair to Georgian youth to expect them to compete 
with and equal children of school age in other states where this law is 
being enforced? ; 

Lastly. is it fair to the individual, at the time when he can profit by 
school training, but lacks the judgment or good sense to know it, not to force 
him to take this advantage to himself when the state will give it to him? 
Poverty, pauperism, crime are a frightful commentary on the shortsightedness 
of our people in not living up to the opportunities in education afforded 
by the state. 

Compulsory education in nearly every case has been battled for and won 
by the club woman. She it is who has the leisure and -purpose to learn and 
later to do. Compulsory education is now calling to the women of Gerogia 
for help and solution. Our sister states are heeding the call. Shall we 
turn deaf ears” 

Let each club woman write promptly to her representative, urging him 
to support the woman’s substitute school attendance Dill that is to be intro- 
duced in the house by Mr. Redwine, of Fayette county. 

This is a substitute for the bill passed by the senate last session, and 
while not just what we want, is the best to present now and work for better 

‘things. If we can get this passed now, we can improve upon it when the 
*gtate is in better financial condition, and the people awaken to the good it 
will accomplish. 

Mr. Redwine promises to try and have the bill brought up right away, 
so do not put off longer writing to the representatives from your counties. 
The time is ripe for this measure. Let us be diligent, and in this, as in so 
many other great issues, go forward to a successful conclusion.

JENNY JUNE CROLY 


At the recent New York Biennial Convention of Women’s clubs, Haryot 
Holt Dey, president of the Woman's Press Club of New York city, paid the 
following tribute to Jenny June Croly: 

“Jenny June Croly is immortalized in the General Federation of Women’s 
clubs. She is the one to whom the spirit of her time entrusted the charge 
of the club idea. She had the vision. Some day Jenny June Croly will have 
a tablet in the Hall of Fame. It may not be placed there in our time, but 
in the future, wheg her work is measured in perspective, the crown of laurel 
will be placed on her brow. Then when we speak of her it shall be in the 
present tense, delicate tribute which we pay to immortals. Neither suffragist 
nor feminist, she had the vision of the growth that was to come through 
organization and co-operation, and thus, through her idea, women have found 
tor themselves the open channel to the ballot. America has been called the 
woman’s country. This is because 80 many women are awake, because day 
by day the numbers of nondescript, thoughtless women grow appreciably 
less. Once when Mrs. Croly was asked to state the purpose of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, she replied that its mission was to teach 
women how to preside over large assemblies. 

“Today we have a woman presiding over an assembly of 10,000 in a great 
armory in the largest city in America. We have in the assembly the repre- 
sentative motherhood of 49 states. We have mothers from Alaska clasping 
the hand of mothers from Florida. We have mothers from the Pacific coast 
greeting the mothers from the Atlantic coast. We have the mothers from 
the extreme north meeting the mothers from the gulf. We have Jenny June 
Croly’s vision realized. 

“Twenty-six years ago the general federation was born and held its 
first convention in Scottish Rite hall. In five years there were 800,000 
women enrolled. Today there are 2,500,000 represented by 20,000. Mrs. 
Croly was not the president of the general federation at any time. She did 
not found it that she mightgbecome its president. 

“She was its hard-working secretary. She was not self-seeking, but 
selfless. She was impersonal, and she sensed the spirit of good women. To 
her women were a prophesy. Today they are a fulfillment. The general 
federation is an achievement. Its founder is an immortal.”

Summary of Year’s Work 
By Atlanta Children 


Atlanta has the distinction of hav- 
ing more civic workers among her 
children than any other Georgia city. 

The old motto for the young that 
“Children should be seen and. ~*ot 
heard,” has become obsolete, having 
been gradually changed by the child 
himself. The cry for recognition and 
appreciation is just as great in the 
heart of a child as it is in grown peo- 
ple, and childhood is the time to learn 
the great lesson of life and to become 
part of its working machinery. 

Thoughtful men and women of At- 
lanta have recognized this truth, and 
the child has at last been given an 
opportunity to put forth his efforts 
toward “Atlanta Beautiful.” He has 
learned the value of organization and 
partnership, and if heads were counted 
today, it would be found that there are 
more civic workers among the chil- 
dren of Atlanta than there are among 
the grown-ups. 

Preservation of Birds. 

Several years ago when the Bur- 
roughs nature study class and the At- 
lanta Home Garden league made re- 
peated efforts to interest the boys of 
Atlanta in the preservation of our 
Georgia birds, several hundred chil- 
dren began to build boxes, placing 
them in the nearest tree. In many in- 
Stances bluebirds immediately took 
possession and several boys reported 
that during the winter these same 
boxes were occupied by squtrrels. 

1 had several reports on woodpeck- 
ers, wrens and martins. 

Only one reported an empty nest. 

Only one reported English sparrows. 

Keggie Barrett, a boy of fifteen, 
who lives on West Tenth street, re- 
ported that he had made pigeon boxes 
and had met with great success, dis- 
posing of his squabs at down-town 
restaurants for 25 cents apiece. There 
seemed to be a general admission that 
Mr. Jaybird gave the boys more fight 
than the sparrow. This proved to be 
an eyeopener, as we had dubbed the 
< age a true pest and an undesira- 
ble neighbor. He seemed, in the esti- 
mation of most of the boys, to be “‘the 
survival of the fittest” until Mr. Jay 
wrung his neck and took possession of 
the whole family, wringing each neck 
by turn and viciously scattering feath- 
ers and straw. 

Several other interesting 
were inade. One boy found a chickcn 
snake seizing the young in his box, 
and he said he gated to kill it because 
it lived in his *’barn and ate the rats 
that destroyed the grain for the horse. 
This young gentleman had learned 
something about nature that few city 
boys have the fear or seeing. The other 
boys admitted that they would have 
killed any snake that ate up birds. 

One young gentleman was constantly 
being disturbed by rats, so he set a 
steel trap and caught a baby possum 
in quest of food after the persimmons 
had disappeared. It seems the possum 
made way with his vegetables for sev- 
eral months before his presence was 
recognized. Dan's father decided that 
either Breer Rabbit was in the cab- 
bage patch or tat was ambling 
around too often, so the steel trap 
was set. Br’'er Possum looked mighty 
quiet when Dan showed him to me. He 
seemed to be asleep, but Dan explained 
to me that he was playing a game 
called “possum.” Dan's garden has, 
for several years, supported his fa- 
ther's table in vegetables and flowers, 

Vacant Lots in Each Ward. 

It would be impossible to estimate 
the value to Atlanta of the cultivation 
of the vacant lots in each ward by 
the seventh grade boys and girls.

The schools have 
found gardening a good thing, and, 
since the organization of our 500 chil- 
dren fOur years ago into the Atlanta 
HHome Garden league, the schools have 
gradually taken them under their 
wing, and in many instances they now 
meet once a month, displaying their 
vegetables and flowers at school in- 
stead of at the library with me. 

It means 
expansion in a line of endeavor that 
has at last become an educational fac- 
tor in our midst. Still, the children of 
Atlanta are civic workers, and in the 
future they will do even more efficient 
work under the. guiding hands of 
those in authority. 

Atlanta children have created a 
precedent that has awakened interest 
all over Georgia. They will soon be 
ready to share honors at our state 
fairs with the Corn club boys and 
Canning club girls.

No 
man can tell when the end will come, but 
if there is no break in the program perhaps 
we may look for the return of peace to 
Europe by the coming of the new year.

WOMEN AND THE BAR. 


Current dispatches bring announcement 
of the fact that Miss Laura M. Berrien, of 
Waynesboro, Ga., denied the privilege of 
applying to her native state, had to go to 
the District of Columbia, where no bar sin- 
ister is set up against the right of woman 
to use her mental faculties, in order to 
secure the legal right to practice law. 

Graduated from one of the best law 
schools in the United States, with first 
honors in her class, and having at the same 
time performed practical service in the legal 
department of the United States government 
at Washington, Miss Berrien is perhaps as 
well equipped as almost any man who has 
offered for license to practice in Georgia. 
She was the first woman ever to achieve 
the distinction of first honor in the Wash- 
ington College of Law. The District of 
Columbia raised no question whatever as 
to her right to practice, so long as she 
possesses the knowledge and ability, nor 
would any one of 44 out of 48 states in the 
Union. , 

But it remains for Georgia, held back, in 
large measure, at least, by lawyers, who 
do not hesitate to employ women assistants 
and to secure the full value of their service, 
to send away from home those few of her 
brilliant and able women who are pleading 
for an opportunity that is scarcely anywhere 
else denied them. 

Despite Georgia's attitude of hostility to 
the woman practitioner, Miss Berrien still 
feels closest to her native state, and pro 
poses at the first opportunity to return to 
her home and conduct her chosen profes- 
sion among her own people. 

When will that opportunity come? It is 
a question that rests with the legislature. 
It has been with the legislature now for 
some years; still that body does nothing. 

The case of Miss Berrien has had its coun- 
terpart in several others recently before the 
Georgia public. And yet the manifest rights 
of Georgia women to choose reasonably their 
own profession has received scant considera- 
tion at legislative hands. 


The legislature is now in session. It is 


its duty to right the wrong which has been 
done to womanhood through the law ex- 
cluding her from this profession, regardless 
of who was responsible for it, or the reasons 
for its enactment. It can be done by a 
simple amendment to the code eliminating 
the word “male” in that paragraph which 
prescribes the qualifications of those who 
are entitled to admission to the bar. 


THE STRAIN ON CANADA. 

The Canadian troops must be fighters of 
the “Old Guard” stamp, judged by the show- 
ing they have made in the most desperate 
battles of the war. England’s tribute to 
them is that in every instance they “square 
accounts with the enemy.” 

Their losses in the battles they have 
fought have been appalling, for they stand 
their ground to the last man. The London 
Observer speaks the gratitude of England 
in this brief tribute: 


The whole empire congratulates Can- 
ada upon this etermined example of 
how to settle accounts with the oeneny- 
The Canadians winning imperishable 
fame at grievous loss have done more 
than enough for honor in front of Ypres. 


The same paper tells how the Canadian 
troops have “held deadly ground, possessing 
no military vaiue, for reasons of feeling 
only.” These, it says, ought not to be 
weighed against the lives of men. 

How long can Canada stand the strain, 
in view of the startling lists of the killed 
coming home to her after every battle in 
which her troops are engaged? 

Yet recruiting goes on, and regiments 
follow regiments to the all-demanding battle 
fronts. 


“UNFRILLED RELIGION.” 


The English bishops, one after another, 
have been preaching some mighty plain ser- 
mons on the subject of religious reform 
after the war. 

The Bishop of London had something to 
say recently as to the need of religion on 
broader, simpler lines, and now he is fol- 
lowed by another bishop, who talks as 
straight out as Billy Sunday himself in de- 
manding “a religion without frills.’’ 

The London Observer quotes from the 
bishop’s remarks on the need of religious 
simplicity as follows: 


“No frills,” he added, pointing, amid 
laughter, to the frills on his own sleeves. 

“We shall want a religion that will 
hold us together We have had a great 
deal too much of individualism in relli- 
gion. We have had too much of tne 
theology of the jolly miller who lived on 
the banks of the River Dee, who said, 
‘l care for nobody, nv, not 1, and nobody 
cares for me. ”’ 

The boys when they come back from 
war would not Want mere singing, 
billiards, diluted with religious 

thought, but something stronger and 

firmer. With all his heart he believed 
we wanted more religion, but a real, 
living, simple religion. 


The philosophy of “I care for nobody, 
and nobody cares for me,”’ rings false. The 
world-cross of war has brought the people 
together through a better brotherhood of 
mutual help. 

So the church seeking to take the 
people more to its heart, since there never 
was a time when they had greater need of 
its comforting offices. 

A curious feature of the war, it is said, 
is the uniformly religious tone of soldiers’ 
letters from the front. This has been fre- 
quently noted until the war seems really to 
have a spiritual side.

THE HELPFUL “DRY LINE.”? 


A writer in The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger tells how “the dry line’ on the 
border has warded off war to date by keep- 
ing the hotheads quiet. For that “dry line, 
between Texas and Mexico, means a coun- 
try of sober men.”’ 

The wholesome influence of the dry line 
is further illustrated in The Public Ledger 
article by an interview with an officer of 
the intelligence department of the United 
States army. The officer said: 


“We are in trouble now, right enough, 
for the Mexican situation is about to 
blow up, but if the border hadn't practi- 
cally been dry we would have been up 
to our neck in trouble long ago—and I 
don't mean by that merely a bandit hunt 
or raids. It's my opinion that prohibition 
on both sides has until this latest develop- 
ment kept us out of a serious clash by 
averting rash acts of retaliation. What 
do you suppose the hotheads on both sides 

‘would do if they had booze? What 
wouldn't they do?” @ 

It is stated that, “with the exception of 
El Paso, the border is almost dry territory 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Lower Cali- 
fornia.” 

Where, on account of border raids, 
trouble is expected at any moment——where 
men sleep with pistols under their pillows, 
on the safety-first principle; where the 
patience of the people has been so sorely 
tried, the necessity for the exercise of 
cool, clear-headed judgment is felt by all, 
lest any retaliatory, unordered act should 
add to the difficulties of the situation with 
reference to the government. 

There is where the “dry line” helps, as 
it has helped elsewhere in bringing about 
better conditions of life and business in 
communities that have not been subjected 


to the border test of trouble.

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GEORGIA EXPERIMENT STATION 


Its Present Condition Cannot Exist Longer Without Serious Breach 
With Federal Government 


Editor Constitution: A great 
ple ask if the experimentation 
farm, and if so. why is 
farmers in Georgia make 
they do at the station? Others ask 
an educational institution, and if 
it is not doing better educational work? 

It would not be amiss to say that very 
few people in the state understand the sta- 
tion and its work. 

Agricultural education from its very na- 
ture is somewhat different from other forms 
of education. The teaching of the subject 
to ypung people is only a part of it. The 
subject is divided into three heads—investi- 
gation, teaching and demonatration—and any 
one of these features is quite feeble without 
the close co-operation of the other two. 
You can’t teach indefinitely without some 
strong source of information and you cant 
make the teaching most effective without 
a good aystem of co-operative demonstration. 

The investigation work will depend al- 
most entirely on the teaching and demonstra- 
tion for successful and efficient service be- 
cause jit is the unsuccessful demonstration 
of a great principle that often determines 
just to what extent the investigation is com- 
pleted. 

Must Be Part of Regular System. 

In section 1 of the federal act of 1887, 
establishing experiment stations, the United 
States congress plainly recognizes not only 4 
system of research in agriculture, but that 
this system to be effective must form part 
of the regular organized system of agricul- 
tural education. In other words, the teach- 
ing of agriculture in the colleges needs and 
must have research features, which should 
act as a fountain of information and educa- 
tion on the various branches of the subject. 
It reads this way: “That in erder to aid in 
acquiring and diffusing among the people of 
the United States useful and practical in- 
formation on subjects connected with agri- 
culture and to promote scientific investiga- 
tion and experiment respecting the priuci- 
ples and application of agricultural science, 
there shall be established under the direction 
of the college or colleges of agricultural de- 
partment of colleges in each state or terri- 
tory established, or which may hereafter be 
eatablished, in accordance with the provisions 
of an act approved July 2, 1862, a department 
to be known and designated as an ‘Agricul- 
tural Muaperiment Station.’ ” 

The act unquestionably never contem- 
plated that an experiment station should 
or could exist independent of other agricul- 
tural educational activities. The work is of 
such nature that an arrangement like that 
in Georgia is absolutely an impossible one. 
A research fund which was given to supple- 
ment a teaching fund cannot stand alone, 
and the state that attempts such a thing

periment station work isolated. The inevita- 
ble overhead expenses must be met from 
other sources than the experiment station 
funds. This is the law, and Georgia has 
never complied with the law. 

The fact that Georgia is trying to oper- 
ate her experiment station away from the 
College of Agriculture makes it impossible 
for the ie to understand the station. 
They look upon it as a model farm, and are, 
in a measure, justified in doing so. In the 
act referred to another provision is 
gziven which is vital. In some atatés there 
were no colleges of agriculture. The act 
Says that in such states if colleges of agri- 
culture ‘‘shall hereafter be established, the 
legislatures of such state apply in whole or 
part the appropriation of this act (of 1887), 
and no legislature shall by contract, ex- 
pressed or implied, disable itself from so do- 
ing.

Law Seeks Greatest Good. 

This forbids that a state legislature shall 
disable itself from applying the experiment 
Station fu to the colleges. It contem- 
piated an effort on the part of some states 
to do this, but reserved in the above clause 
the right to arbitrate in such matters. Of 
course, the federal government has never 
desired to do anything that would curtait the 
usefulness of the station, but viewing, as it 
does, the stations in the broader light of a 
larger service, has always pursued the im- 
partial course, and has worded the law so 
that the country-at-large would be the recip- 
jient of the greatest possible good from the 
experiment stations, and at the same time, so 
that the several states could work out their 
local problems by the liberal use of federal] 
aid. 

In Georgia the station has been divorced 
from the collége and has been left to fight 
its own battles, and without any funds to 
take care of overhead expenses of keeping 
up the grounds and buildings, and of the 
beard organization. e 

This condition cannot exist longer with- 
out a serious breach with the federal gov- 
ernment. Georgia should decide what course 
she is to pursue in this matter. She must 
either make sufficient appropriation to the 
experiment station Where now located. and 
remember that the only otner experiment sta- 
tion, not directly connected with the State 
College of Agriculture, receives a state ap- 
propriation of $130,000 per year, or remove it 
to Athens, where it can be successfully op- 
erated without any additional appropriation. 
We know that Georgia will not make the 
necessary appropriation, and, \therefore, the 
only thing left is to remove the station.

Interesting Facts Concerning 
The Border States of Mexico 


Washington,»D. C., July 8—Many interes 
esting facts about the border states of the 
United States and Mexico have been com- 
piled and issued by the National Geographie 
society today as a war geography bulletin 
on that section of the continent to which our 
national guard has been ordered. The bul- 
letin gives the following statistics: 

“While the whole of America is vitally 
concerned in the presené Mexican situation, 
the great human drama is being enacted 
along the 1,810-mile boundary line which sep- 
arates the four American border states of 
California, Arizona, Mexico and Texas, and 
the five border states and one territory of 
ee California, Sonora, Chihua- 
st Reese. prev Leon and Tamaulipas. 

® American border states is a 
little more than one-sixth the total: area of 
ths United States, including Alaska, whils 
the aren of the Mexican border states is more 
than three sevenths the total area of that 
— vet the territory embraced in the 
(coer ang American states is almost twice 

4s that of the six political di- 
visions of the smaller country.

Other territory was acquired in the war of 
1545, the boundaries being fixed by the 
treaty of Guadaloupe Hildago which followed, 
and by the Gadsden purchase. 

Rio Grande Is Natural Boundary. 

“The Rio Grande forms a natural bound- 
ary Of nearly 700 miles. zigzagging from El 
Paso to a point on the Pacific coast about 
ten miles south of San Diego. separates New 
Mexico, Arizona and California from Chi- 
huahua, Sonora and Lower California. 

“Five great railway arteries, over which 
has flowed the commerce of the two repub- 
lics and which are of vital importance in 
all military operations, cross the border 
at Brownsville, Laredo, Eagle Pass, Fl Paso 
and Nogales. The corresponding Mexican 
towns are Matamores, Nuevo Laredo, Ciudad 
Porifirio Diaz, Juarez and Nogales. the Jast 
named being bisected by the boundary line. 
The main lines of four of these railroads 
run in a general north and south direction 
through the states of Sonora, Chihuahua, 
CGoauila and Nuevo Leon, but the line which 
crosses the Rio Grande at Brownsville runs 
west from Matamores through Tamaulipas, 
Nuevo Leon and Coahuila, turning to the 
southwest at Torreon and extending through 
the state of Durango. 

“The mouth of the Rio Grande, which 
marks the eastern end of the boundary, is 
more than 450 miles nearer the equator than 
the western end of the line.”

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FACTS ABOUT CANCER 


By R. Park, M. D., of the Georgia 
State Board of Health. 

Fact No. 1—In the early stages it is con- 
fined to offe place. 

Fact No. 2—It can be completely cut out 
and cured if the operation is performed while 
the cancer remains a localized disease. 

Fact No. 3—If the operation is deferred the 
cancerous condition spreads to different parts 
of the body and even an operation can not 
cure it. 

Fact No. 
will cure a cancer. 

Fact No. 5—The sooner the cancer is cut 
out, the better the chance of complete cure. 

Fact No. 6—The sooner the operation, the 
less the amount of tissue that has to be re- 
moved: hence, the less the disfigurement and 
the lesa the danger; also, as has just been 
said. the greater the prospect of complete 
cure. 

Fact No. 7—Cancer is rare in people under 
35 vears of age. 

Fact No. 8—It is one of the most common 
causes of death in people over forty. 

Fact No. 9—It has not been definitely de- 
terinined whether or not cancer is hereditary.

Fact No. 10—The exact cause of cancer 
has not yet been discovered, but we do know 
that it often arises at points in the body 
where there has been a long continued irri- 
tation. such as, for instance, on the cheek or 
tongue rear a rough, jagged tooth; in a 
breast that has been repeatedly injured; in 
an old ulcer of the skin or of the stomach; 
on the skin of those who work constantly 
with irritating substances; on the tongue 
or lip of a heavy smoker; in the womb of 
women who have old, unhealed lacerations; in 
warts and molds that are frequently injured, 

tc. 
: Fact No. 11—Anything about the body 
that is the cause of, or object of, chronic 
irritation should have prompt attention. It 
should be promptly removed if it cannot 
otherwise be promptly cured. 

Fact No. 12—Radium helps some cases. 

Fact No. 13—There is very little radium in 
the world. What there is of it is extremely 
expensive and is hard to get access to. 

Fact No. 14—Operations are within reach 
of all, even the very poorest person, and 
will cure all cases if performed before the 
cancer scatters through the body. 

Fact No. 15——-X-rays are useful in some 
cases, particularly cancers of exposed parts, 
like the skin, for instance. 

When It Is Too Late. 


Fact No. 16-—Pain is a late symptom, and 
if the patient with a lump or with any of 
the other symptoms given below, waits for 
pain to drive him to a doctor, it is often 
too late to cure the disease. 

Fact No. 17—Not all lumps (or tumors) 
are cancers, but many of them are, and 
what is furthermore, many that are not can- 
cers to stait with become cancer in the course 
of time. 

Fact No, 18—If you have a lump, or wen, 
or a tumor, or a sore that does not readily 
heal, or if you have chronic indigestion, or 
bieeding from the rectum, or if you are a 
woman in or past middle life and have a 
retracted nipple, or dimpling of the skin 
covering the breast, or a bloody discharge 
trom the nipple, or a lump in the breast or 
under the arm, of if you have passed the 
change of life but still have an irregular 
bloody discharge, you should not lose a sec- 
ond ineseeing an honest, well-educated, well- 
trained doctor. Your trouble might not be 
cancerous. If it is not, your mind will be 
relievell to know that your condition is not so 
serious. But if it is cancer, the sooner you 
know it and have a thorough operation for 
it, the better your chances will be to get 
entirely well. 
‘  Note—It should be borne in mind that 
while cancer is a disease of middie life and 
old age, there are other malignant tumors, 
called sarepmas, that occur from infancy to 
old age.

Spearing of Queen's College, Oxford, calls “the childhood of 

art.” Among the revelations from ancient tablets, tomb dec- 

orations and ornaments dug out of the earth, no examples are 

more fascinating than those which show earlier man’s visualization 
of woman. 

The researches have brought to light objects and fragmenta of ob 
jects, or have bared rocks upon which the sun has not shone for many 
thousands of years—how many thousands the archeologists can only 
guess. Some, like the crude head of a woman shown in the right-hand 

pper corner of this page, are credited to the paleolithic age, which is mi a oe | 
marked as so long before period of history that no safe estimate can Dasari Fy argh : . KS Remains of Colored Stucco Relief, 
be made of their true antiquity. Others dating from a much later time . Early Greece. 
have only recently been uncovered. Thus, tens of thousands of years 
may separate examples found at the one time. 

Prof. Spearing says that men drew pictures or modelled the human 
form at a time much more remote than most students used to believe. 
He has been astounded by the character of the images belonging to 
times when men are supposed to have lived in a primitively savage 
state. 

The Images here reproduced show how much early men differed in 
their representation of women, and they show also how much these men 
tended to follow a formula, just as they do today. The eye in profile, 
for example, is likely to be drawn the same as the eye in front view. 
When we come to the time of the later and historic Greek art the images 
reach a perfection which critics like to say has never been surpassed.

“Great humbers of these girls ar- 
rive here almost penniless, expect- 
ing to be met by men who have 
promised to marry them. In some 
cases the engagement was made be- 
fore the intending husband left the 
home land. Often, however, it was 
entered into as a result of overseas 
correspondence with parents or other 
relatives. who arranged the match. 

“Amusing comedies sometimes 
arise from such situations, and now 
and then a drama of utmost pathos. 
Only the other day an Italian came 
to the immigration station to meet 
the young woman he had agreed to 
marry. He had not seen her sincs 
he left his native country, two years 
earlier, and she disappointed his ex- 
pectations. He declined to wed her, 
and the prospect was that she would 
be sent back home, unmated—a sit- 
uation most embarrassing for ter. 


Brother Got the Bride. 

“But just then something quite 
surprising happened. The Italian 
had brought his brother with him, 


The 
brother was so disgusted and angry

“Tt may, be that an agent of one of 
the immigration societies will take 
an interest in her case and find em- 
ployment for her—in which event 
ehe will be admitted. Or, if she has 
iriends on this side who are respon- 
sible people, and who will guarantee 
that she shall not become a public 
charge, they may secure her admis- 
sion by giving bond for her. Or- 
dinarily the bond required is for at 
least $500, and it may be held in 
force for an indefinite period. If she 
becomes a publie charge within three 
years she can be deported, but not 
after that. 

“While in bond she may get 1 hus- 
band. If the man is an American 
she becomes through her marriage a 
citizen of the United States, anu is 
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3ut the affair 

Such marriages 
for no other pur: 
pose than to enable a woman to es 
cape from her bond. This is re 
sarded as fraudulent. and in a case 
cf the kind the offender may be de- 
ported. 

“Young women who come to this 
from northern Europe bound 
for Utah are looked upon with sus- 
picion by the authorities, and are 
liable to be closely questioned. ‘That 
the world and especially 
England, is a hunting ground for 
Mormon missionaries, Polygamy is 
probably as prevalent in Utah today 
as ever it though not openly 
practised, and girls wanted for 
plural wives. In England husbands 
are scarce even in peace times, and 
many women are persuaded that a 
fraction of a man is better than no 
man at all—particularly when there 
is a prospect of maintenance. 

“Under the ?aw, no person who is 
a polygamist or known to contem- 
plate polygamy can be admitted. A 
Turk, in his own country, is entitled 
to four wives if he wants so many, 
but if he brings more than one with 
him to the United States. he and they 
are liable to be sent back. Usually, 
however, he gets over the difficulty 
by introducing his supernumerary 
Wives as his sisters or sisters-in-law, 
or he may bring them in at different 
times. A fraud of this kind is not 
easily detected, and if it is not found 
out within three years neither he nor 
the women can be deported.

“Often the girls ere old-time sweet- 
hearts. or even affianced to the 
young men before the latter wert 
away. In many other cases they 
come from the home village. The 
average European peasant has 4a 
deep affection for the home he left 
behind. and he prefers a home-grown 
wife. His letters to his parents sfig- 
pest his needs, and they make it 
their business to pick out a mate for

“He has confidence in their judg- 


ment. and, if necessary, he sends the 
money to pay her nassage acrcess the 
ocean.

And there is 
something rather beautiful about it, 
too.

“Where brides are concerned, all 
business between America and Japan 
ic transacted through the immigra- 
tion service and by photograph.

the affair for them. Usually a man 
does not see his wife until she is in- 
troduced to him as his fiancee.

Uncle Sam man- 
ages the whole affair, assuming re 
sponsibility for her safety. 


An Unofficial Cupid. 

“I have called myself an unoffi- 
clal ‘promoter of matrimony.’ It is 
no inappropriate designation. Con- 
sider, if you please, the flocks of 
young women, mainly of the peasant 
class, and ignorant of the worst 
wickedness of this world. who are 
constantly arriving on our shores. 
They are the natural prey of crimin- 
als of both sexes against whose ac- 
tivities we must preserve an un- 
ceasing vigilance. The best way to 
safeguard them is to find husbands 
for them—referring more particn- 
larly to the expected husbands whom 
many of them have come to meet. 
Rut even these husbands-elect must 
Le subjected to scrutiny, lest they 
be irresponsible or otherwise unde- 
Sirable persons. 

“Occasionally it happens that a 
wife comes to join a husband who has 
meanwhile married another woman 
in this country. If such a situation 
is discovered the wife is sent back 
home—the idea being that. underthe 
circumstances described, she is in 
danger of becoming a public charge. 
The husband is not deported. but he 
is promptly arrested and prosecuted 
for bigamy.

HILE the main floor of the 


White House is open to visit- 


ors at certain hours every 


week-day, the second, or residential 
story is carefully guarded against 
intrusion by the public, which, all 
the more for this reason, is intense- 
lv curious to know what goes on up- 
stairs—how the rooms are arranged, 
what the furniture is like, and how 
the presidential folks spend their 
time when at home. 

If the new Mrs. Wilson had 
chancec to become a President's wife 
fifteen years or more ago, she would 
heve found herself mistress of an 
establishment that was half office 
building. Today, however, the White 
House-—thanks to its reconstruction 
by Mr. Roosevelt, at a cost of $550.- 
000—is the most admirably equipped 
and most comfortable palace in the 
world. 

When Mrs. Benjamin Harrison be. 
came “first lady of the land,” she 
complained that she had left a dwell- 
ing with nine bedrooms to occupy a 
house with only five. But the White 
House now has ten bedrooms. the 
removal of the presidential business 
offices from the mansion to an annex 
—incidentally to the reconstruction 
above mentioned—having madespace 
@vailable for five additional guest 
chambers. 


Five Guest Chambers. 


These five zuest chambers occupy 
the east wing of the mansion on the 
second floor, four of them heing di- 
rectly over the historic East room. 
The fifth—adjoining the library— 
Was formerly the cabinet room. and 
is immediately above the Green nar- 
lor. Al] of the ten bedrooms. as well 
az the library, open upon a wide cor- 
ridor which runs through the middle 
of the building from end to end. 

If, walking along Pennsylvania 
avenue. one pauses for a view of the 
front of the White House, he may 
know that the suite of rooms occu- 
pied by the President and his wife 
is represented. bv the last five win- 
dows of the second storv toward the 
right. In other words, the apart- 
ment in question is in the northwest 
corner of the building. It comprises 
two large rooms and*cone small one, 
the latter being used as a boudoir. 

The presidential suite is decorated 
in blue and gold, and the walls of the 
boudoir are covered with pale blue 
brocaded satin, in lieu of paper.

All through the winter the Presi- 
dent's wife's new home will be made 
beautiful with growing palms and 
fiowering plants, of which 200 or 
more are placed in the lower and up- 
per corridors and elsewhere. 

The White House’ greenhouses 
cover several acres, a short distance 
south of the Washington monument, 
and Mrs. Wilson can have a cartload 
of blossoms each morning if she 
wants them. She is particularly fond 
of orchids, and of these the execu- 
tive establishment has one of: the 
finest collections—of growing plants 
—in the United States. 

The White House is said to have 
the most intricate and complete elec- 
trical system installed in any build- 
ing in this country. There are in

the mansion nearly 170 ules of 
wires, providing for 3000 incandes- 
cent lights, a bell system, a private 
telephone system for the President 
and his family exclusively, burglar 
alarms, fire alarms and a power sys- 
tem which supplies current to venti- 
lating fans and an automatic ele- 
vator. All of which arrangements 
contribute importantly to safety and 
comfort. 

There is certainly no known im- 
provement of a domiciliary character, 
worth having, that is not found in 
the White House today. -And yet, 
when the Van Burens came there to 
live the mansion boasted not one 
hot-water bath. Up to 1828 the East 
room—in which Mrs. Wilson will be 
hostess at many a great banquet— 
was used by the wives of the Presi- 
dents as a laundry and nursery. 

During Mr. Cleveland’s first admin- 
istration Judge Holman of Indiana 
escorted to the White House a vi- 
vaeious maiden lady of 70, a niece of 
John Quincy Adams, who had spent 
some vears of her childhood there. 
When taken into the East room she 
looked around her in bewilderment, 
exclaiming: ‘“Laws-a-massy! Is this 
really the same old room? In that 
corner the meal-barrel used to stand, 
and over there the washtubs. And 
from there over to there”’—pointing 
with her parasol—‘“a clothesline was 
stretched; and in this corner we kept 
our playthings.” 

In former days—even half a cen- 
tury ago—the White House must 
have Jacked much that is desirable 
in a residence. It had no adequate 
heating system, nothing correspond- 
ing to our modern notions of plumb- 
ing, and few of the conveniences now 
considered indispensable. But today 
the mansion is a delightful and lux- 
urious home. Its domestic privacies 
are guarded as they never were when 
it was a semi-public building; and, 
with all that it offers in the way of 
substantial comforts,. the new Mrs. 
Wilson ought to find it a very pleas- 
ant place to live in.

How Leaves Purify the Air 


T .has been calculated that a 
single tree is able through its 
leaves to purify the air from 

the carbonic acid arising from the 
respiration of a considerable num- 
ber of men, perhaps a dozen or even 
more. 

The volume of carbonic acid ex- 
Kaled by a human being in the 
course of 24 hours is put at about 
100 gallons; but by Prof. Bous- 
singault’s estimate a single yard of 
leaf-surface, counting both the up- 


per and the under side of the leaves, 
can, in favorable circumstances, de- 
compose at least a gallon of car- 
bonic acid a day. One hundred 
Square yards of leaf surface then 
would suffice to keep the air pure 
for one man, but the leaves of 4 
tree of moderate size present a sur- 
face of many hundred square yards. 

All other forms of vegetable life 
act similarly in abstracting the nox- 
fous carbonic acid from the at- 
mosphere.

Making Picture Frames of Yeast 


SIDE from its levitating powers 


is now being used to 
door handles, 


handles for 


yeast 
make window 
attachments. knives, 
tools. etc.,bas-reliefs and other sculp- 
tures, card plates, lamp bases, picture 
frames. mural decorations, etc., as 
vell as innumerable articles in fine 
mechanics and technology. 

As the result of scientific re- 
searches made by chemists at the 
Berlin Institute of Fermentive Indus- 
{ries these remarkable properties of 
yeast have just been discovered. Not 
only can valuable extracts be ob- 
tained from yeast, useful as flavoring 
matter and for tonic and medicinal 
qualities. but it contains a relatively 
large percentage of protein, or albu- 
minous matter. Finally the mass of 
cellulose which constitutes its re- 
maining constituent, and which is 
composed of uncommonly tiny and 
delicate cells, is capable of various 
reactions with other substances. This 
latter property has been taken ad- 
vantage of for the formation of plas- 
tic masses by combination with alde- 
hydes. 

When these masses are subjected 
to heat under pressure a hard solid is 
obtained, known as ernolith, which 
makes an excellent substitute for cel- 
luloid, ebonite, galalith, bakelite, resi- 
nite, etc. 

Ernolith also has the quality of ad- 
hering very tightly to metal threads 
and tissues pressed into it. This 
makes it highly adaptable for making 
articles when a metal surface or 
core, as in buttons, or door-handles 
is to be united with a composition. 

Two German chemists, H, Blucher 
and E. Krause, whose work is report: 
ed in the Chemiker Zeitung, have 


been able to vary the degrée of hard- 
ness and elasticitv of this product 
within certain limits. The color, 
which is originallv black, can also be 
varied by the incorporation of min- 
eral or vegetable dves, so that shades 
grav, brown, red, green 
and blue can be obtained, as well as 
marbléd or veined effects. To the 
fundamental components of ernolith, 
veast and aldehyde (particularly for. 
maldehvde) other constituents may 
be added which cause a modification 
of the chemical and mechanical prop- 
erties, 

The process of manufacture, which 
consists of two phases, is described 
as follows: First, the union of the 
veast and the aldehyde (with various 
‘fillers’ and subsidiary reactions). 
The masg thus obtained is dried and 
ground, and in this form is indefinite. 
1, durable. This powder is known as 
a “half-fabricate,” or “raw ernolith.” 
The next step is its compression in 
heated hydrauljc presses. The arti- 
cles thus obtained are said to repro- 
duce on their surface the most deli- 
cate details of form, such, for in- 
stance, as those of relief maps, etc. 

Aside from this capacity for being 
direct!y molded, it is claimed that 
ernolith is capable of being sawed, 
filed, bored, turned, engraved, ground, 
polished and otherwise mechanically 
acted upon. It has an exceedingly 
close, dense structure and a _ con- 
choidal fracture. Ag remarked, the 
process of manufacture may be so 
varied as to make the product very 
hard and brittle, or softer and more 
elastic, as may be required. It pos 
sesses a very decided advantage over 
celluloid in being almost entirely un- 
inflammable, being very difficult to 
char. 
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ROKEN hearts are being mend- 
ed in Russia now.

The patients were all put under 
the influence of ether very soon after 
the injury, part of the chest wall was 
removed, the heart lifted from its 
bed, and the stitches quickly intro 
duced between pulsations. The bony 
chest wall over the heart was not put 
back into place, that organ being left 
protected only by skin and muscle. 
This was done to give the heart room 
to expand and to prevent adhesions 
from embarrassing the heart’s agtion,

May 13—Emmerich has advanced 
the theory that old age is brought 
about in large part by the weakened 
resistance of the subject to the rav- 
ages of the bacillus coli, colonies of 
which invariably infest the digestive 
tract of every person even though in 
normal health. The activity and 
humber of these bacilli vastly in- 
crease with advancing age, causing a 
form of auto-intoxication and a sub- 
sequent hardening of the arteries due 
to increased blood pressure, and oth- 
er symptoms of general structural 
decay.

She is very much for 
society, very much for dining out, very 
much for displaying discreetly all per- 
sonal charms and very much for the life 
of the most delicious freedom. Serious 
and capricious by turns she lives a life 
filled with a killing round of social pleas- 
ures and duties in which even the war 
is but an excuse for greater social activi- 
ties such as benefits and bazaars. 

‘T really think life’s really a more 
breffiess business than ever now we've 
got daylight —- saving—-I mean summer 
time,” she says in a recent letter.

Almost 
one can do without any light at all, even 
at dinner, only somehow no one seems 
to have brought themselves quite to that 
yet. It isn’t becoming for one thing. 
“So we compromise with candles. They 
mix delightfully with nine o'clock twi- 
light, and they’re kind to everything, 
furniture, frocks, food and last but not 
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least faees——even those which aren't 
looking their very best ‘cos of war anx- 
ieties and war sorrows, and Heaven 
knows of these there are enough and to 
spare. 

“But the poor old butler-men-——only 
the oldest are left now that even the 
married have departed——-grope about a 
bit, I notice. Get fearf’ly mixed up with 
the wines and things—ours gave a war- 
time teetotalling guest veuve Clicquot 
twice the other night before he discov- 
ered it wasn’t the ginger aie. ‘Course 
she didn't notice it till she’d drained the 
beaker dry—or said she didn’t. But we'd 
noticed a broader, cheerier outlook since 
the fish. 

“No day or night can be too long for 
Eve who loves ‘em both, but with this 
daylight saving you can find, I confess, 
that by the time you get to the after din- 
ner coffee it’s apt to be war-time bed- 
time. And war work, even if it’s only 
programme-selling, at. the charity mats, 
or pouring out tea for Tommies, or’ pay- 
ing visits to woundeds, is rather tirin’. 
As for getting to the theaters, positively 
we have almost given up trying, and I 
‘spect the next thing will be a flag day 
for indigent managers. 

‘“*Course, one always does slack off 
the indoor shows a good bit in summer, 
but now when dinzer’s a ten o'clock func- 
tion, it means a reg’lar struggle even to 
see the last act of things. Luckily they 


gen’lly keep the best till last, don't they? 
F’ringtance, my namesake at the Adelphi 
doesn’t turn up till very near the end of 
‘Tina’— but she’s worth waiting for when 
she does come, isn’t she? — ’specially 
since she added so patriotically to the 
population. 

“Appropos, great ‘advance 
‘bout some perfectly ‘normous 
vues coming on, thousands of pounds 
spent on staging and dressing and so 
forth, and they even asked questions itn 
the house about it last week—did the 
goverment consider war time the time 
for labor to be deflected? etc., etc. Yon 
know the sort of thing. No satisfactory 
answers ever and the war goes on the 
same as before. 
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“Soldiers on leave 
When they see Eve 


will, of course, insist on going to them— 
the new revues, I mean. Otherwise I’m 
afraid we're rather leaving these excite- 
ments to the newly rich who've arrived 
since the war. Between the letters we 
get from France and the East and the 
music hall stage, there’s almost too much 
of a contrast these days. 

“For it doesn’t all ‘get into the pa- 
all we hear and see about this 
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awful war, does it? Sometimes I wish 
it did, for surely, surely, they ought to 
know about it—all those strange ): e, 
thousands and thousands of ‘em-— we 
even know some ourselves — over whom 
the war seems to pass and make no more 
impression than a cloud. And they re 
not only civilians. ‘Spect you’ve heard 
the story of the Brasshat who, with a 
fallen soldier’s mother nearby, said as 
far as he was concerned, this war might 
go on forever. He was having the time 
of his life! a 

“By the way, so sorry to disappoint 
those ‘three poor subs’ living in a some- 
what bare dugout ‘strafing’ the Germans 
‘somewhere in Belgium,’ but I’ve made 
a new rule. “It’s getting so vast, this 
army of ours, that if I gave my photo- 
graph to all the soldier boys and sailors 
who ask for it, ther® really would be a 
paper or anyway cardboard famine soon. 
They must be content with my picture in 
the paper-—-—'specially, as with regard to 
these three voung things, a, little bird 
tells me, I'm not the only one they've 
made their petition to, ‘to cheer up and 
illuminate our gloom.’ Eve doesn’t want 
to form one of a reg’lar gallery of beau- 
teous damsels, does she? But it’s sweet 
of them to want it all the same, and, of 
course, it’s my privilege to change my 
mind, isn’t it? as well as my frock. 

“Which ’minds me I've invested in a 
perfect duck of a new bathing dress and 
cap just in case we manage to squeeze 
in a week end at the seaside. They get 
saucier and saucier and this partic’lar 
one’s so nice it’s almost too nice to hide 
beneath the briny. One can only hope 
there'll be plenty of the navy about. In* 
these days of submarines and monitors 
and things they do come very Glose in 
when the tide’s high, don’t they? Ata 
pinch, tho! I really could change and 
change about—I mean wear my bathing 
gown for a frock and a frock for a bathe 
ing gown. They are made much the 
same way and tW® skirts-much the same 
length, only you're a bit more dresseg 
in your bathing gown ’cos there’s a cam 
to it.”
